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Working Conditions in the Industry 


SOUTHSEA SHINGLE AND PAIGNTON SAND were gentled by 
the same sea breeze last week when master builders and 
the operative trades unions both considered in conference 
the questions of conditions in the building industry. In 
Devon the Amalgamated Union of Building Trade Workers’ 
conference called on their leaders to press for a substantial 
increase in wages and for the introduction of a five-day 
40-hour week without loss of pay. In making these claims, 
the operatives have been influenced, no doubt, by the 
latest figures on productivity produced by the Ministry of 
Works; these, as analysed by Professor C. F. Carter in 
our ‘ Productivity and Prices’ quarterly feature (‘ The 
Builder’ of April 29), showed that for the last quarter of 
1959, net output per man-month was ten per cent higher 
in housing work than for the fourth quarter of 1958, and 
output for the whole construction field seven per cent 
higher. This is, of course, satisfactory, but it would be 
a mistaken idea to hold that the level of productivity is as 
high as before the war or that because there has been a 
sharp rise, the whole benefit must go to the worker. But 
there may well be a case for seeing that some part of the 
savings does accrue to him, whether in the form of an 
increase in plain time rates or in the form of a shorter 
working week. 

Many master builders believe that a shorter week, pos- 
sibly a 40-hour week, must come before long.

A preview of the posters indicates that 
they deserve an enthusiastic reception. 
Illustrations, layout and text not only 
catch the eye but hold the attention, and 
even the dullest beholder is likely to be 
stimulated to consider a little more 
deeply the function of the architect in 
the complex and rapidly changing world 
of today. Those viewing the posters are 
invited to meet the architect in their 
town, their home, school, in sport and 
recreation and indeed in all aspects of 
life, each ‘ invitation’ being accompanied

3.—Loudspeaker Systems for Large Spaces 


The New Principle of Precedence 


IN A GREAT NUMBER Of halls of all kinds—churches and 
cathedrals, school halls, indoor and outdoor theatres, rail- 
way Stations, air terminals, community centres—loud- 
speaker systems are either useful or essential. Generally 
they are thought of as sounding ‘ artificial’ because most 
of them so obviously introduce a loudspeaker between the 
source and the listener in otherwise ‘ live’ circumstances 

unlike one’s own radio. Sometimes they are literally 
worse than useless because sounds which though weak 
might have been intelligible, are made loud and unintel- 
ligible. They are sometimes a tiring distraction when the 
listener finds his aural attention riveted to one source 
while his visual attention is demanded by another. It is 
known that sizes of non-captive audiences are affected by 
ease and naturalness of hearing, so that in bad circum- 
stances incomes from meetings and services diminish. All 
this tends to be summed up as ‘crudity’ by architects, 
and many of them view loudspeaker systems as an unfor- 
tunate necessity if they have to use them. 

A vital but simple method by which these troubles can 
be avoided was discovered in the 1930s but not examined 
thoroughly. After the war it was independently re- 
discovered by Haas, working in Germany as a post- 
graduate student of Meyer, for many years the leading 
figure in German acoustics. This study was more detailed 
but unfortunately it has largely escaped the notice of 
architects, which is a great pity because the standards of 
realism it makes possible—quite apart from the high 
intelligibility—-should particularly appeal to them. 

Known generally as the Haas Effect, it has sometimes 
been called the Precedence Effect because of its nature, 
for Haas observed that where a number of sources of 
an identical sound were audible, a listener would give his 
attention to the one supplying him first and be unaware 
of the others unless they were much louder or delayed 
so long as to be heard separately. If, for example, a 
person speaking were to have a loudspeaker speaking 
equally loud in front of him, listeners would hear it first 
and the original speaker's voice would not be noticeable, 
while if the loudspeaker were behind him then the sound 
would appear to be only from the live speaker and the 
loudspeaker would not be evident. Haas further dis- 
covered that if the ‘echo’ (as he called the supporting 
sound) was at least five-thousandths of a second behind 
the original, it could be as much as 10 db. louder without 
being noticed, and that this was true regardless of the 
direction from which the ‘echo’ or supporting sound 
came, provided however that the delay was not more than 
about 25 thousandths, at which point it begins to be heard 
separately. Since 
sound travels about 
1 ft. in a thousandth 
of a_ second, the 
figures can conveni- 
ently be transposed 
directly into feet. 

From these facts 
can be derived loud- 
speaker _ systems, 
sometimes quite 
simple, giving high 
standards both of 
realism and intelligi- 
bility.

Delays can be 
created by the geo- 
metry of layout 
alone in the design 
of a hall, and if the 
idea is understood 
architects can often 
create directly a suc- 
cessful solution 
which will require 
only the simplest of 
equipment. Imagine, 
for example, an ordi- 
nary flat-floored hall 
with a stage at one 
end, the type of case 
where it is hard to 
hear at the rear 
because the people in front absorb the sound energy 
passing low over their heads. Then a single loudspeaker 
over the stage will, as it were, move the source to a more 
favourable position, and as long as it is more than 5 ft. 
farther away from listeners than the original source, and 
not used too loudly, it will not be evident as an artificial 
aid or a different source.

Confusion Through Multiplicity 
This implies a criticism of the more usual solution of 
a pair of loudspeakers either side of the proscenium, for 
if the geometry of the plan is considered it will be realised 
that one or other loudspeaker will always be nearer to 
large parts of the audience than the original source. More- 
over, it is often disturbing down the centre line of the hall. 
It also implies a criticism of the type of solution using 
a multiplicity of small loudspeakers around the hall, for 
these will always be heard before the original source and 
from very different directions. If several are separately 
heard, as sometimes happens, then the sounds will become 
confused. While this can be avoided in the right circum- 
stances and by good design, the loudspeaker will never- 
theless be the evident source of sound and the artificiality 
therefore persists with this type of solution. 


Major Systems 

Complex loudspeaker systems are sometimes necessary 
to solve difficult problems, and then the Precedence con- 
cept requires that the sound from several successive loud- 
speakers be delayed in speaking. This has become a 
relatively simple process with modern apparatus. The 
usual method is to use a tape recorder with a small con- 
tinuous loop of tape, or a sound-sensitive rotating disc, 
the sound being recorded on the rim at one point and 
picked up subsequently at others giving the desired delays 
according to the speed of the tape or disc and the distance 
between the points for recording and picking up sound. 
The loop or disc is electrically ‘wiped’ before it reaches 
the recording point again for re-use. There are several 
pick-ups on a machine so that the various loudspeakers 
or groups of them in a system can be fed at intervals, and 
they are adjustable to give delays up to hundreds of feet, 
for such distances are needed in cathedrals, stadiums, 
railway platforms and other large spaces. The delay units 
appear to need some special maintenance from time to 
time. Their cost is usually of the order of two or three 
hundred pounds. 





The realism which 
can be achieved is 
remarkable. The 
Station’s first trials, 
more than 10 years 
ago, were in Fins- 
bury Park open-air 
theatre, where people 
were free to come 
and go as they 
wished. Loud- 
speakers were over 
the Proscenium and 
in trees all around 
the audience, even 
behind it. Without 
the loudspeakers on, 
little could be heard 
from the stage and 
not many people 
came in. The use 
of the loudspeakers 
without delays gave 
the needed loudness 
but was rather con- 
fused. People got 
restless, would turn 
and listen to the 
nearest loudspeaker, 
and finally some 
would start moving 
out. Upon an introduction of delays, it was as if the loud- 
speakers were turned off, but the original source remained 
seemingly easy to hear; the fidgeting ceased and more 
people began to come in. It was remarkable to watch.

The design of multiple loudspeaker systems is a matter 
for specialist advice, but it is important for architects 
to know what is possible and how such systems function. 


Designing for Delays 

Typically the idea would be developed along the follow- 
ing lines: 

If a loudspeaker is to be located anywhere near the 
microphone position, probably the delay will have to be 
secured by locating it to give a path at least 5 ft. longer 
to the audience. It is not easy to do such a small initial 
delay electrically because the pick-up head cannot be 
squeezed in close enough to the recording head. When 
loudspeakers are to be nearer the audience than the 
source, then the larger delay required becomes practicable 
electrically. 

If a succession of waves of supporting loudspeakers is 
needed, all of these would be designed and set out to 
speak in one direction only, away from the source, for the 
delay technique depends on flow outward only. They 
would be delayed for the necessary time and distance 
behind the oncoming sound from preceding loudspeakers, 
and would be adjusted to speak not more than 10 db. 
louder than this sound. And so on, successively. In this 
way, the impression of the original sound is successively 
supported and can be conveyed with high intelligibility 
over very surprising distances. Oddly enough, even its 
original quality is well maintained. 


St. Paul’s as an Example 


A now well-known example is St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
The pulpit generally used for sermons is beside one of 
the piers supporting the dome. A special group of loud- 
speakers is placed 5 ft. behind and a little to one side 
of the pulpit to cover the large area under the dome, then 
a loudspeaker-array is located on the lee-side of each Nave 
pier to support the sound down the full length of the 
Cathedral. The realism and intelligibility are both high, 
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so high that one’s curiosity is aroused that a person visible 
nearly 300 ft. away in the pulpit can be heard so well. 
A similar installation is to be found in Salisbury Cathedral. 

In large and reverberant spaces, of which cathedrals 
are so typical, it is necessary to avoid arousing reverbera- 
tion if the sounds are to remain clear. One other develop- 
ment of post-war acoustic technology is employed for this 
purpose, the so-called loudspeaker column. This is an 
arrangement of loudspeakers in a vertical line, and its 
effect is to radiate a very large pro- 
portion of the energy in a relatively 
thin horizontal layer centred around 
the centre of the column. The effect 
is heightened by making the loud- 
speakers speak more strongly as they 
get nearer to the centre of the column. 
The restriction of the radiated energy 
in this way reduces the amount of 
reverberation aroused. Such arrays are 
used in the Cathedrals mentioned, 
tilted slightly so that the thin layer 
strikes into the congregation, where 
the acoustical absorption is high and 
thus helps to minimise the rousing of reverberation. 

It is this arrangement also which permits loudspeakers 
to be behind the pulpit in St. Paul’s. Normally such a 
location would mean that the microphone would be in 
the loudspeaker’s field, and there would then be the

characteristic feed-back and howling. By using the column 
the energy can be radiated so as largely to avoid the 
microphone.* 

The significance of the combined use of columns and 
delay effects for cathedrals is that it provides a solution 
to the classic problem of having the long reverberation for 
which so much religious music was written while yet being 
able to hear the spoken word intelligibly and without 
artificiality. The acoustics of Coventry cathedral are being 
dealt with on this basis. 

A great number of other uses can be imagined. Rail- 
way Stations, for example, are notorious for poor intelligi- 
bility and the Precedence Effect could be put to a great 
advantage. The open-air stadium is another place where 
its use is valuable. And, of course, innumerable halls now 
acoustically bad and served by poor public address systems 
could be improved greatly.

The Competition Reviewed by Alexander S. Gray, FRIBA 


The architectural competition for a Medical Teaching Centre for Wales, to 
be built on a 53-acre site at the Heath, Cardiff, the result of which (together 
with illustrations of the premiated designs) was given in ‘ The Builder’ of 
May 27, is here analysed. The first premium (£5,000) was awarded to S. W. 
Milburn & Partners, of Sunderland; the second (£3,000) to Charles B. Pearson 
& Son, ARIBA (Charles E. Pearson, FRIBA, in association with George R. 
Lovell, ARIBA, and Peter P. Lund, DipArch, ARIBA, of Lancaster); the third 
(£2,000) to Farms & Partners. The assessors were Sir Percy Thomas, PPRIBA 
(chairman); F. R. S. Yorke, FRIBA; J]. H. Forshaw, CB, MC, FRIBA; Provost 
A. Trevor Jones, MD; and Dr. A. R. Culley, CBE. All designs will be shown 
at the Ministry of Health, Savile-row, W1, from July 7-14. 


THE CARDIFF COMPETITION is both signifi- 
cant and opportune. When the hospitals 
were nationalised on July 5, 1948, the 
newly appointed Boards began eagerly to 
plan their new hospitals, but soon realised 
that these would have to be postponed in 
favour of houses and schools. 

This postponement of their plans for 
ten years was beneficial. It gave time 
for the influence of the new Swiss and 
Swedish hospitals, such as Stockholm’s 
mammoth Southern Hospital, to wane, 
for our own trends in hospitals and the 
results of some of the research and 
experiment by the Nuffield Foundation, 
the Ministry of Health, and the King 
Edward VII Fund to appear, and war- 
time development in medical science and 
social service to receive peace-time appli- 
cation. 

While the results of the work in par- 
ticular fields of the research groups is 
appearing, the general pattern of the inte- 
grated teaching hospital is still in evolu- 
tion. The Cardiff Competition has pro- 
vided the opportunity for a definite state- 
ment of aims and ideas. 


Schools have had their ‘News 
Chronicle’ competition giving impetus to 
new ideas, housing has had its Pimlico 
and Golden-lane. Now teaching hospitals 
have their Cardiff. 


The MoE Schedule 


On the preparation of a full and precise 
description of the accommodation 
required and how it is intended to work, 
the success of a scheme almost wholly 
depends. 

The Ministry of Health are now insist- 
ing upon the preparation of a schedule 
such as this, which has to receive their 
approval before architects are officially 
engaged or instructed, so that important 
decisions of policy affecting planning can 
be made at the right time. This makes 
the architect’s task of (in the new jargon) 
‘collecting user information’ much 
easier. 

The Cardiff Competition shows a very 
clear conception of the functions of a 
teaching hospital, and this document is 
in great demand and is now referred to 
by many other hospitals. 


The ideals held by the promoters are 
expressed in their foreword: ‘ The building 
of a complete medical and dental school 
with a teaching hospital designed as a 
whole will be without precedent in the 
history of medicine in this country. It 
presents, therefore, a challenge and 
opportunity. The Promoters intend that 
this centre will attract all who are con- 
cerned with the health of the people, so 
that its influence will be felt far beyond 
its own area. 

‘The advancement of knowledge in 
medicine, in such a centre, will be the 
result of study combined with the care 
of the sick, created by a harmonious inte- 
gration of the two institutions for which 





accommodation will be provided——the 
School and the Hospital.’ 

The principal ideas which the hospital 
wished to be given concrete form are 
expressed as follows:‘ The convenient 
inter-relationship of the many different 
kinds of departments will be the most 
important feature of the design, such as 
the close integration of the Departments 
of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, Pediatrics, Anesthetics, 
Pathology, Mental Health and Industrial 
Health, with the Hospital and its wards, 
most of the accommodation of the Medi- 
cal School as well as the teaching accom- 
modation for the fourth, fifth and sixth 
years, to form an integral part of the hos- 
pital. 

‘The convenient juxtaposition of the 
School Departments to the work in the 
wards should be something more than a 
physical relationship and should lead to 
mutual benefits both to patients and to 
teaching and research.’ 

The Main Consideration 


In view of these exhortations to the 
competitors it is easy to see what was the 
main consideration which guided the 
assessors in their choice. 

The winning design provides the re- 
quired integration in a straight-forward 
manner, and the wards, academic and 
research departments, and _ treatment 
departments form a compact whole. 

The wards provide the flexibility asked 
for and being of T-shape allow for any 
ward unit to be used for either male or 
female patients. It also allows inter- 
change between wards to allow larger 
and smaller wards units to be formed. 
The’ difficulties of |§communication 
between the lift columns of T-shaped 
blocks has been overcome in traditional 
manner (Birmingham, Stockholm), by a 
link block connecting the three lift 
towers. This has the advantage over the 
isolated wards units connected only at 
intermediate floors through a sandwich 
of laboratories and departments, but it 
has the disadvantage of forming two 
enclosed courts. 

The internal arrangement of the ward 
unit of the winning design is excellent 
and being of similar outline to the rest 
of the accommodation fulfils the 
promoters’ ideas of flexibility. 

A Bold Decision 

In the siting of the winning design the 
authors have taken a bold step in facing 
the main block east (they and the 
assessors naughtily describe this as south- 
east). Unless the piers or mullions are 
kept fewer and shallower than shown in 
the perspective there will be no sun after 
10.30 a.m. GMT. 

The way the main hospital block is 
placed on the site has scored a major 
advantage. By clearing the site of the 
clutter of buildings and creating a 
pleasant part out of the woodland in the 
centre, the hospital is separated from the 
residential accommodation. 

This has resulted in some stretching 
of approach roads from the city side for 
outpatients, hospital, ante-natal and 
dental, but this difficulty could be over- 
come by an internal service of battery- 
run buses.

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The separation of the various kinds of 
hospital traffic, horizontal and vertical, 
within the building is well thought out, 
and the service lifts rising to the centre 
of each ward keep food trolleys and the 
extraction of waste in separate channels. 

To achieve a hospital and clinical 
school and residential accommodation, 
with a dental hospital and school thrown 
in, at a cost of £10,000-a-bed seems 
optimistic, and no doubt the figures will 
be revised before they are used as a com- 
parison for other schemes. 

It is interesting to note that within this 
cost it is proposed to use flexible (de- 
mountable) partitions. This should now 
be considered an essential part of hospital 
construction, as the great number of ser- 
vices to be accommodated demands a 
cleaner material than coke-breeze and 
plaster, both materials being destructive 
to engineering in construction and in 
alteration. Although the cost of any 
form of pre-fabricated partition is at 
present about twice that of traditional 
forms, this should not be a deterrent. 
Another point to notice is that the 
hospital will require full air-conditioning, 
including cooling, to all nine theatres. 


For a long time surgeons have been ask- 
ing for cooling to be available but the 
Ministry of Health have up to the present 
regarded it as unnecessary. 


The ‘ Duplex’ Ward 


The idea of the ‘duplex’ ward unit 
(one which could be used for male and 
female patients) was not clearly indicated 
in the conditions but was indicated in the 
answer to questions. Many competitors 
overlooked this important requirement; 
as a result, thirteen of the schemes show 
ward units entered at the end, but with 
a single corridor. The only ward shape 
which will satisfy the conditions is the 
centrally approached ward or the end- 
entered double-corridor (partial race- 
track) ward. There were thirteen of 
these submitted against nine centre 
entrance and twelve end-access ward 
units (the rest conforming to none of 
these patterns). 

The design awarded the _ second 
premium has a ward with centre access 
and double corridor, and has certain 
advantages, but the sluice room where 
shown is too far away. This design pro- 
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vides the linkage between wards and 
departments required. 

The design placed third has a ward of 
the end-access single-corridor type, which 
could be used jointly with difficulty. 

Neither of these designs shows the site 
zoned as successfully as Number One. 

Only one of the designs submitted 
shows the ward unit with distributed 
wes, to comply with the request that the 
wes should be as near the beds as pos- 
sible. This arrangement (one of the con- 
tributions to ward design made in the 
Nuffield experiments) is intended to give 
the patient an early opportunity of self- 
help and thus save nursing time. 

Although the old hands found this 
competition well conducted and well won, 
there is one feature which needs watch- 
ing if competitions, which fortunately 
are now more numerous, are to maintain 
their standard and popularity. This is 
the meagreness of the assessors’ report. 
Although they cannot affect the excel- 
lence of the winner or the opinion of the 
judges, the younger competitors look for 
the experienced criticism of the 
assessors to teach them much which they 
are anxious to learn; this would be some 
compensation for the forty architect- 
years spent on this competition alone. 

There is much debate about the merits 
of the single-stage and the two-stage com- 
petition, and the experience provided by 
the Cardiff Competition seems in favour 
of the two-stage, where the disposition 
of the buildings and, say, a typical ward 
unit could form the subject of the first 
round, and a large amount of detailed 
work for about 30 competitors could be 
saved.

LCC's Architectural Training Scheme 


sir,—I have seen the Note in your issue 
of May 27 in which reference is made to 
my Council’s architectural training 
scheme. I do not think that this scheme 
should be interpreted as commenting in 
any way on the state of architectural edu- 
cation or as meaning any significant new 
policy or change of policy or development 
of policy at County Hall. The simple 
facts are that the Department used to run 
a training scheme for architects and that 
this scheme was discontinued in 1949. 
Entry was limited to people in the service, 
with the result that there was not a very 
wide field of choice and that the general 
standard was not altogether satisfactory, 
although a few very good architects were 
produced. A number did not complete 
the training and a large number of those 
who did left the service. 


Of recent years we have been running 
training schemes for building surveyors, 
quantity surveyors, planning surveyors, 
structural engineers and recently for 
BSc Estate Management. We have been 
able to attract a good quality of candi- 
date and the results have been satisfac- 
tory. 


Meanwhile, the professional man-power 
available in London and the neighbouring 
counties to meet building commitments 
overall is obviously insufficient. All 
employers of professional men in the 
building professions are competing and 
cutting each others’ throats all the time. 


It was therefore decided at a recruitment 
meeting to introduce a small training 
scheme for architects as a long-term con- 
tribution to the shortage of architects for 
our work. It is limited to 12 places at the 
Regent-street Polytechnic and is not 
likely to have much influence on architec- 
tural education. Whatever may happen 
in the future about architectural educa- 
tion this is merely a form of insurance in 
terms of present arrangements. It will 
supply only a fraction of our annual 
requirements. 

It is also in line with a general policy 
of trying to obtain closer relations with 
the architectural schools and to help in 
any possible way the students of the Lon- 
don schools to get true and uncoloured 
information about the work of this 
department.

ALPORT HOUSE, Quay-street, Manchester, 
is a rebuilding of war-damaged premises 
to provide, warehouse, showroom and 
offices. It is situated on the main north 
exit route from the city, flanking the pro- 
posed inner ring road, in a rapidly re- 
developing area containing Independent 
Television Headquarters, New Law 
Courts, Crown Office Building, and Col- 
lege of Further Education. 

A condition of planning approval im- 
posed a 16 ft. setback to Quay-street, 
and car parking requirements were one 
unit for each 2,000 sq. ft. office area. The 
structure is reinforced concrete, with 
plate floors for economy, daylighting and 
appearance. Basement, ground and first 
floors provide loading, warehousing and 
showroom accommodation, with 9 floors 
of office accommodation in the tower 
block. The architects directed the con- 
struction operations. 

Windows are maximum size possible, 
African mahogany varnish finish, double 
glazed, Swedish pattern, inside cleaning 
and glazing, with provision for blinds 
between glass. Daylight factor is more 
than double that recommended by Post 
War Building Studies No. 16. 

Finishes were chosen for their quality 
with ease of maintenance and cleaning. 
For the entrance foyer, marbles and 
timber have been selected, and precast 
terrazzo for staircases. Lavatories, tiled 
floors and walls up to ceilings. Office 
floors, Crestaline PVC flooring, plaster 
work emulsion painted. The whole of the 
exterior is covered with Swedish IFO 
ceramic mosaic semi-gloss finish stuck 
direct to the concrete. 

Toilet accommodation 50 per cent 
above Post War Building Studies sugges- 
tions, with urinal basins for cleanliness 
and appearance, rest rooms and incinera- 
tors for ladies. Single spray tap wash- 
basins, no plug, delivering pre-mixed 
warm water from spray tap. 

Heating is by low pressure hot water, 
from oil fired boilers, serving gilled tube 
baseboard heaters with zone thermostats.

At the 
very lowest estimate, however, it is a vast 
improvement on the industrial slums 
which preceded it. ‘ Manchester,’ wrote 
General Napier in 1839, ‘is the chimney 
of the world. Rich rascals, poor rogues, 
drunken ragamuffins and prostitutes form 
the moral, soot made into paste by rain 
the physique, and the only view is a long 
chimney: what a place! The entrance 
to hell realised!’ 

Since that was written, Manchester 
has been almost entirely rebuilt, and it 
provides, therefore, an appropriate setting 
for the British Architects’ Conference, 
the theme of which is Urban Renewal.

The fact that the process of urban 
renewal has been more or less continu- 
Ous since the middle of the last century, 
and still continues, gives Manchester its 
own peculiar character. This particular 
fact was noted by the editor of ‘The 
Builder’ a hundred years ago. ‘ Man- 
chester,” wrote Godwin, ‘is a more 
interesting city to walk over than London. 
One can scarcely walk about Manchester 
without coming across the grand in 
architecture. There has been nothing to 
equal it since the building of Venice.’ The

of the old slums were springing palaces of 
a new kind, whose style stemmed via 
Ruskin from Venice. They were built for 
cotton merchants rather than Doges, and 
were warehouses rather than  palazzi.

There are some eight or ten sovereign 
princes in Germany whose entire revenue 
would not pay the cost of one of these 
warehouses. The industrial and scien- 
tific energy which has reared them is an 
honour to the country and speaks well 
for the future of Manchester.’ So the 
Victorians thought in 1860, when Man- 
chester led the country in architectural 
advance. What, one wonders, will be the 
judgment of the Conference in 1960? 

Generally, the background of events is 
to be Victorian. The informal reception 
will take place in the strictly Classical 
environment of Charles Barry’s Art 
Gallery. The Lord Mayor will receive 
the guests within the Gothic grandeur of 
Waterhouse’s Town Hall, and the papers 
will be read in the Renaissance splendour 
of Edward Walters’s Free Trade Hall 
which, since the bombing of the war, has 
acquired a new look inside but retains 
its original shell. All this expresses 
nineteenth-century diversity, but in the 
clear and sunny streets outside (for 
remember, Manchester was a pioneer in 
the development of a smokeless zone) 
there will be the diversity of architecture 
of the twentieth century. 

Let there be no misunderstanding about 
this: the architecture of twentieth- 
century Manchester is just as diverse as 
that of the nineteenth century, even if it 
is occasionally more difficult to classify 
in terms of style. There are still, regret- 
table though it may seem, individual 
architects whose idea of style is some-

House, will never enjoy the mellowing 
cloak which age and the weather might 


provide. Nevertheless, Longridge House 
is a frank statement, far more clearly 
enunciated than any of the surrounding 
chaos of an earlier age. 


WILLIAMSON BUILDING. The Williamson 
building, on the east side of Oxford-road, 
comes from the same architectural stable 
(Harry S. Fairhurst & Son), but is of a 
completely different character. It is part 
of the projected Science campus of Man- 
chester University. In plan it consists 
of two blocks, one containing the vertical 
circulation, common rooms and a large 
lecture room, and the other comprising 
the laboratories, teaching rooms and staff 
rooms. The floors within the teaching 
block are constructed of structural slab 
twelve inches deep, upon which is placed 
a layer of hollow pits six inches deep, 
which enables the divers and complex 
services to be located at almost any point. 
The general scheme is admirable, especi- 
ally in its flexibility. Outside, it has a 
faintly Swedish air, with its low-pitched 
copper roof, its occasional trees and its 
general elegance of detail. What is odd 
is that this building and Longridge House, 
both completed in August, 1959, should 
both have been conceived by the same 
firm. In the nineteenth century one 
could, without much difficulty, identify 
the works of a particular firm. The stamp 
of individualism predominated. One 
could always recognise the work of, say, 
Butterfield, Bodley or Waterhouse, 
whether one liked it or not. Today, in 
Manchester as elsewhere, the mark of the 


individual designer is not at all obvious, 
although, I dare say, the diversity of 
stylism is as great today as ever it was. 


Bronze Medal Building 


RENOLD HOUSE. Among the most 
notable works of the Manchester firms, 
and the recipient of the RIBA Bronze 
Medal in 1957, is the head office at 
Wythenshawe of the famous Manchester 
engineering firm of Renolds Chains, 
designed by Cruickshank & Seward. It 
forms the terminal feature of Ringway- 
road at its intersection with Styal-road. 
The structure is of reinforced concrete, 
expressed as a honeycomb of vertical 
and horizontal fins, divided by panels of 
golden-brown brick. The stair towers 
project, and the staircases ride clear of 
the great cages of steel and glass which 
enclose them. At the centre, over the 
entrance, there is a cantilevered structure, 
faced with cream travertine, which pro- 
vides a suite of rooms for directors’ meet- 
ings. As in the Williamson Building, the 
design is enhanced by its setting of green- 
sward. All the rooms overlook lawns 
and extensive gardens. The advantages 
of this surrounding green space in setting 
off a building are, of course, enormous. 
Even a poor building—which this is not 

can be acceptable if nature is allowed 
to play some part in the ‘general scheme. 

BENNETT HOUSE, MOSLEY STREET. In our 
towns the problem is much more com- 
plex. In place of trees there are party 
walls, rights of light and all kinds of 
special restrictions which may largely 
dictate the form and influence the 
character of a building, irrespective of the 
client’s individual requirements. Instead 
of grass there are pavements, asphalt and 
all the clutter of street furniture. The 
neighbouring buildings are rarely of one’s 
own choosing. They are often drab and 
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old, or, even worse, gaudy with super 
imposed commercial advertising. All this 
presents a special challenge. In Mosley 
street it has been successfully met by 
Cruickshank & Seward in a_ clean, 
straightforward manner. Bennett House 
was built for Central and District Pro 
perties Ltd., and consists of a basement, 
ground floor and six storeys of offices. 
The basement is for car parking, acces 
sible from a street at the back. The 
structure generally is of reinforced con 
crete, and there are no particularly signi 
ficant features of services and internal 
finishes. The front, only just revealed 
from scaffolding, is eminently successful. 
The mullions are of aluminium stove 
enamelled, and the panels under the 
windows and surrounds are faced with 
Italian marble. 

The building stands out in a dis 
tinguished way from its neighbours. Still 
the important problem remains: what is 
to happen when the neighbours on either 
side fall to the demolishers, as they surely 
will? How much, or how little, regard 
will the succeeding architects have for 
Cruickshank & Seward’s 1960 block? 
Experience suggests—none at all. New 
buildings, new stylisms—-perhaps even a 
new skyline—may overwhelm it. If so, 
one will be sorry; but it would only be a 
continuance of Manchester's architectural 
tradition, in which diversity and change 
seem to be the rule. It is at least one sign 
of vitality. It may also be a sign of lack 
of architectural control. 

KING DAVID HIGH SCHOOL. It is not pro 
posed here to attempt any evaluation of 
the range of architectural achievement in 
Manchester, but rather to select a few 
buildings which illustrate characteristic 
solutions to the problems of building to 
day. My last example is the King David 
High School. This is a mixed secondary 
school, and only part of the scheme has 
yet been completed. The: architect is 
Haydn W. Smith, of Taylor, Young & 
Partners. The central feature of the 
design, inevitably, is the assembly hall, 
with stage, having on one side a small 
hall which can be opened into the

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Assembly Hall by sliding screens, with a 
library over. In the second phase of 
development the stage will be linked with 
a gymnasium and a swimming pool, so 
that the dressing-rooms can be used for 
all three. The general construction is of 
load-bearing cross walls supporting pre- 
stressed concrete floors and roof, while 
the assembly hall has ‘in situ’ concrete 
columns which carry, over a 48-ft. span, 
pre-cast, pre-stressed concrete beams. The 
curtain walling is of aluminium. The ser- 
vices, located in a duct along the first- 
floor corridor, follow a common pattern, 
and the building illustrates a sensible and 
straightforward approach to design 
which may be taken as typical of the 
better work in the region. There is 
nothing particularly remarkable about 
this building, but it is to be hoped that 
the visitors to the conference, while they 
may not see any single building of revolu- 
tionary impact will, if they have time to 
look, see in almost every district some 
works that are worth looking at. 


The theme of the conference is Urban 
Renewal, or Rebuilding our Cities. There 
are three obvious approaches to this task. 
There is wholesale development, as at 
Coventry or the City of London, where 
the sites have been conveniently cleared 
by enemy action; or there is compre 
hensive development, where compulsory 
purchase makes possible building on an 
extensive scale; or there is piecemeal 
development, wherever and whenever the 
occasion allows. The last would seem to

be the norm in Manchester. It may not 
result in a co-ordinated street scene ; it 
will certainly not result in monotony ; but 
it could result in chaos. 


The City’s Architectural Work

AS ONE WOULD EXPECT from a city whose 
proud boast is that what it does today 
the rest of the country does tomorrow, 
Manchester was in the forefront in 
establishing its City Architect’s Depart-

ment. The City Council having taken that 
step in 1901, Manchester shares with Hull 
and Bradford the distinction of being 
first in the field. In the intervening 
period of 59 years there have been only 
three City Architects—the late Henry 
Price, G. Noel Hill and, still in command, 
myself, who started as a junior architec

tural assistant with the first in 1911 and 
returned to Manchester as deputy to the 
second in 1937 whom I succeeded in 
1945. The department has grown from 
small beginnings to a staff of 300 despite 
the transfer of municipal housing to the 
Housing Director shortly after the 
1914-18 war. With some £17 million of 
work in hand the staff is supplemented 
by associated architects, quantity sur 
veyors and consulting engineers in private 
practice. The City Architect is also 
responsible for building maintenance, the 
architectural aspects of town planning 
and the control of external appearance 
and for the administration of the building 
by-laws, etc. 

The department serves 21 different 
committees and the volume of work in 
hand is such that only a comparatively 
few examples can be quoted. At the 
present time certain major projects of an 
exceptional character and magnitude are 
in hand. In the centre of the city the 
new Law Courts costing over £1,200,000 
are due to be completed in March, 1961. 
This is the major block in the group of 
combined Courts of Law; the magis- 
trates’ Court building and a block to 
contain county courts and coroners’ 
court will follow immediately on either 
side of the centre block which will ulti- 
mately become the terminal feature of a 
wide processional way on the axis of the 
Town Hall tower. This centre block 
289 ft. long and 124 ft. wide contains six 
courts to serve the Assizes, the Crown 
Court and the Chancery Court, all of 
which flank a great Assize Hall which 
occupies the whole of the main frontage 
and extends through two floors. Public 
entrances are at either end and in the 
centre ceremonial stairs lead directly to 
the Assize Hall and through a proces- 
sional corridor to the judges’ suite on the 
opposite side of the building which will 





eventually front the new city centre road. 
The building is steel framed with hollow 
tile floors and is faced with Portland 
stone, whitbed and roach bed being used 
to give contrast. 

At Manchester Airport, which is second 
to London Airport in volume of traffic, 
work is well advanced on the new ter- 
minal building which, exclusive of apron 
and car parks, etc., will cost about 
£1,500,000. The design, originally pre- 
pared in 1954, was the first airport ter- 
minal building plan in this country to 
incorporate the pier or finger system and 
the two piers, one for domestic and the 
other for international and transatlantic 
traffic, will enable 25 aircraft to load or 
unload simultaneously; all the stands will 
be served by underground fuel pipe lines. 
Baggage movements are relegated to 
apron level, passengers are on the first 


flights. 

Passengers reach and leave the first 
floor by escalator, lift or stairs and there 
is no confliction between passengers and 
baggage and passengers and spectators. 
The latter pass from a separate bus ter- 
minal point through turnstiles, to the roof 
terraces and return to the same point 
without confliction with passenger traffic. 
The control tower is over 130 ft. in height 
and the central core is surrounded by 
offices housing Ministry of Aviation air 
traffic control and meterological staff, the 
Corporation Airport Department and 
various air line operators. 

The building is designed to be exten- 
sible, indeed additions totalling £280,000 
have been embodied since building com- 
menced ; the ultimate development pro- 
vides for an 8-storey block of offices 
attached to the control tower on the north

floor and spectators will occupy the roof 
terraces and the roofs of the piers, thus 
being able to view aircraft at the actual 
point of embarkation or disembarkation. 
All passengers pass through a great 
central concourse containing shops, 
banks, post office, etc.,. and there are 
dressing rooms, bathrooms, rooms for 
nursing mothers and a children’s nursery 
in addition to the usual toilet facilities. 
Overlooking the apron is the domestic 
waiting lounge with cafeteria and bar, 
restaurant and cocktail bar, and the inter- 
national and transit passengers’ lounge 
which contains bar and buffet and 
customs-free shop. At terrace level there 
is a spectators’ café and bar. Baggage 
trains enter the customs hall and after 
examination passengers’ baggage passes 
by conveyors to an outward claim at the 
exit. Departing passengers are processed 
in the traffic hall from where conveyors 
take their baggage to a sorting area where 
truck trains are assembled for the various 


side and the erection of another customs 
hall when in due course fixed wing air- 
craft are used solely for international 
flights and city centre to city centre 
journeys are effected by helicopters. Con- 
struction is in steel frame clad in alu- 
minium curtain walling with porcelain 
enamelled steel spandrils; floors and roofs 
are of precast concrete units. The 
domestic wing and control tower are 
nearing completion and the whole build- 
ing is expected to be finished before the 
end of 1961. 

Preliminary site work has started on 
the new Abattoir which is designed to in- 
clude a comprehensive and self-contained 
slaughtering and meat marketing under- 
taking complete with railway sidings for 
the delivery of livestock and dead meat, 
a mechanical slaughtering system, chill 
rooms for the cooling and storage of 
fresh-killed meat, cold stores for frozen 
meat, a wholesale meat market, shops for 
ancillary trades, restaurant and canteen, 
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offices for the traders and for administra- 
tion and management, banks and exten- 
sive parking areas. All the activities will 
be contained within the site which will 
be totally enclosed to ensure complete 
security and control. The buildings will 
be constructed in reinforced concrete and 
are estimated to cost £2,500,873. 


The development of the Civic Centre 
at Wythenshawe which has a population 
approaching 90,000 has so far comprised 
a fire station, police station, health clinic 
and probation office. Work has recently 
started on the shopping precinct and con- 
sists of four blocks which fit in between 
premises for multiple stores to be erected 
by private developers. Block No. 1 con- 
sists of a dance hall 200 ft. x 100 ft., a 
foyer to a first floor cinema seating 780, 
seven shop units 21 ft. x 90 ft. and one 
21 ft. x 60 ft. The cinema will be over 
six of the 90 ft. shops and will have a 
common foyer with a dancing academy 
also at first floor level. The remaining 
three blocks consist of varying numbers 
of shop units of two or three storeys in 
height with flats or offices above. There 
will be a continuous concrete canopy pro- 
jecting 8 ft. along the whole shop frontage 
and there will be covered links across the 
pedestrian ways. The buildings will be 
constructed with a concrete frame, clad 
with metal windows and_ porcelain 
enamelled infill panels; the upper shop 
premises will have timber and glass screen 
walls to the main elevations. Estimated 
cost, including site works, is £647,800. 


Dominant Axial Position 


The dominant axial position in the 
Civic Centre plan is allocated to the 
Public Hall which comprises an all-pur 
pose hall 96 ft. x 67 ft. with 784 removable 
seats and fixed seating for 196 on a 
balcony. Full stage facilities are pro 
vided, also a projection room. Along each 
side are promenades 10 ft. wide. The hall 
is approached through a large entrance 
foyer suitable for exhibitions and on the 
first floor is a bar lounge and restaurant 
86 ft. x 42 ft. overlooking the front of 
the building. On one side of the entrance 
foyer there is a small hall 47 ft. x 34 ft. 
with flat floor and removable seating for 
168 and simple stage and dressing room 
facilities; at the other side is a suite of six 
rooms and committee rooms for com- 
munity purposes with a caretaker’s flat 
on the first floor. Construction will be in 
steel frame clad in Portland stone, brick- 
work and large glazed areas. Estimated 
cost, including loose furniture, £395,000. 


To one side of the Civic Square will be 
the Central Library and a 500-seat theatre 
estimated to cost £395,180. A central 
entrance serves the library and restaurant 
on either side and leads directly to the 
theatre foyer. The stage is fully equipped 
and there is a theatre workshop of 3,750 
sq. ft. 12 flatlets for actors are included. 


Another section of the office carries out 
the architectural work of the Health, 
Welfare Services and Children’s Com- 
mittees. Typical jobs include Fairholme 
Aged Persons’ Home at Blackley, which 
is one of several homes to be built in 
order that an old institutional type hostel 
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near the city centre may be closed down. 
Another typical job is the Combined 
Clinic at Baguley, Wythenshawe, which 
comprises a 2-storey block housing the 
maternity and child welfare clinic on the 
ground floor, school clinic on the first 
floor and a single storey dental unit block. 

The Domestic and Trades College at 
Fallowfield, designed in the Education 
section of the department, is formed of 
three main units, each interconnected. 
There is a 2-storey U-shaped unit over- 
looking the main road which will house, 
in addition to staff and administrative 
rooms, the catering department, students’ 
common rooms, refectory and assembly 
hall. Adjoining this block is the six-storey 


main teaching block. 
is £582,250. 
Opposite to the new Law Courts and 
separated from it by the projected Civic 
Centre-road is the Manchester College of 
Building, also designed in this Section. 
Moston College, in course of construction, 
houses 750 students taking courses in 
broadly two main groups—mechanical 
and electrical engineering, and chemistry 
and metallurgy. The main 5-storey block 
is star-shaped with three short wings. 
Externally the building is treated with 
curtain walling to the main elevations of 
the teaching wings while the gable walls 
are covered with coloured glass fixed to 
the concrete face with a patent adhesive.

The Architecture of Manchester, Pre-1939 


By H. V. Molesworth-Roberts 


MANCHESTER has been so_ universally 
regarded as a city of commercial -build- 
ings, and so erroneously proverbial for 
its rainfall, that attention needs to be 
drawn to its ancient nucleus; and 
although much attention is rightly given 
to its nineteenth-century buildings, it is 
not generally realised how much there is 
of interest from earlier and later periods. 
Its exploration is a revealing and stimulat- 
ing experience. (See also longer article 
by the writer, MS. 1953, in Manchester 
Reference Library.) 

The two oldest buildings, the Cathedral 
and Chetham’s Hospital, stand on a slight 
eminence bounded in ancient times on 
the north by the tributary Irk, now 
marked only by a street, Walkers Croft; 
river steps survived and near was a patch 
of ground called Hunts Bank, a name now 
transferred to a street further north. On 
the south and south-east the area was 
bounded by the Hanging Ditch, still per- 
petuated in a street name. (See appended 
plan.) 


The oldest and in many respects the 
most beautiful building is the collegiate 
church of the Blessed Virgin Mary, St. 
George and St. Denys, Cathedral only 
since 1847, facing on the west the river 
Irwell. There are fragments of c. 1220, 
c. 1325 and c. 1330; the earliest struc- 
tural survivals—the cross arches at the 
extreme ends—seem to be of the late 
fourteenth or early fifteenth century. The 
present choir was built c. 1422-48; the 
nave with its aisles and chapels followed 
c. 1465-81, the subsequent merging of 
chapels into aisles producing the effect of 
double aisles, as at Chichester. The 
clerestory and the octagonal chapter 
house were added in 1485, the outer 
north aisle in 1498, some details survive 
from 1500, the magnificent choir-stalls 
were inserted in 1505-9, and finally the 
short Lady Chapel (since destroyed) was 
annexed in 1518; the western fore-build- 
ing, 1900, is by Basil Champneys. 
Although the cathedral is small, the 
general effect on entering, the dark red 
stone mingling with the gilded choir- 
screen, is rich and harmonious to a 
degree. (See J. S. Crowther, 1893; Bell’s 
Cathedral Series, 1901: H. A. Hudson, 
‘ Medieval woodwork. . . .’, 1924.) 


The Chetham Hospital (pronounced 
‘Cheetham’ like the name of the village 
of the founder’s origin), was originally a 
manor house, soon after used as the col- 
legiate building of the church, not then 
separated from it by a street as now. Most 
of it (apart from possible earlier sub- 
structures) was built c. 1420 on something 
between a domestic and a monastic plan; 
there are a three-walk cloister, hall with 
‘screens’ and a dais-canopy (a rare 
feature), kitchen and butteries, and 
wardens’ and fellows’ rooms, and the 
original gateway to Long Millgate 
remains. Book-cases were inserted c. 1650; 
in 1656 the building acquired its present 
name; and in 1745 gates were provided 
between the stacks. (See Taylor, ‘ Old 
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The third building is the Wellington 
Inn, at the corner of Market Place and 
Old Shambles, a picturesque timber 
framed structure probably of the sixteenth 
century. St. Ann’s Church, facing the 
square so called, is of Queen Anne date, 
and the houses in the charming St. 
John’s Street, off Deansgate, appear to 
be from later in the eighteenth century. 


The many important nineteenth-century 
buildings can be studied in Cecil 
Stewart's ‘ Stones of Manchester ’, and his 
booklet list ‘Architecture of Manchester ’, 
both of 1956 (also M. Whiffen, ‘ Architec- 
ture of Barry .. .’, 1950), so that only a 
few outstanding ones need here be men- 
tioned; St. John’s Cathedral, Salford, 
1844-48, by Weightman and (M.E.) Had- 
field; the Free Trade Hall, c. 1853-56, by 
Edward Waters—with facade derived 
from the Basilica, Vicenza, or Gran 
Guardia Vecchia, Verona, but by the 
writer rather from the Palazzo Brera 
courtard, Milan—internally rebuilt, pre- 
serving the facades, c. 1949-51, by L. C. 
Howitt; the Assize Courts, north of the 
old centre, c. 1859-65. Waterhouse’s 
first considerable work (nearly all des- 
troyed by bombing); and the old Town 
Hall, c. 1869-77, also by him. 


Of national importance is St. Augus- 
tine, Pendlebury, 1870 or later, by Bodley, 
perhaps the first building of the pioneer- 
ing and ‘aspiring’ Gothic of the 1870's, 
a little in advance of G. G. Scott junr.’s 
and J. D. Sedding’s comparable works. 
Recently there was danger of superces- 
sion, but so far it has been thankfully 
preserved. Finally there is John Rylands’s 
Library in Deansgate, 1890-99, by Basil 
Champneys, in an unusual secular Gothic. 


One early twentieth-century building 
also is of national consequence: the 
Christian -Science church, Daisy Bank- 
road, Victoria Park, c. 1904, by the too- 
little-known ‘early modernist,’ Edgar 
Wood. The Royal Exchange, 1914-22, by 
J. B. Gass and Hope (succeeding an 
earlier, 1871-74, by Mills and Murgat- 
royd), and the Opera House, before 1924, 
by Richardson and Gill, are representa- 
tive. (See C. H. Reilly, ‘Some Man- 
chester streets .. .’, 1924). More recently 
the new Grammar School at Fallowfield 
or Rusholme, c. 1927-31, by P. S. Worth- 
ington and Francis Jones; St. Nicholas, 
Burnage, c. 1932, and St. Michael, 
Wythenshawe, 1938, both by Cachemaille- 
Day; Sunlight House, 1932, by Joseph 
Sunlight, a very high building; Bridge- 
water House, before 1924, and Rylands’s 
shop building, 1933, with fine corner 
treatment, both by H. S. Fairhurst; and 
the circular Central Library, 1934, and 
Town Hall extension, 1938, one of the 
finest public buildings of its decade, and 
both by E. Vincent Harris, are all out- 
standing achievements of our century. 
(See E. D. Simon and J. Inman, ‘ Re- 
building of Manchester’, 1935, and 
Simon, ‘ Manchester Made Over’, 1936.) 


Manchester contains works by at least 
21 nationally famous architects, and this 
brief survey may show that the city amply 
rewards the visitor with aesthetic satis- 
factions.

4 gether of one type of accommodation 
makes possible the provision of the best 
facilities for lectures, both in the planning 
of the building and in its equipment. The 
rooms can be shaped and constructed for 
optimum acoustics and sight-lines. Special 
provision can be made to reduce noise 
interference; projectors, amplifiers and 
other demonstration equipment can be 
shared and therefore be made available 
on an unusually generous scale. These 
are facilities which benefit both student 
and staff, and must inevitably lead to a 
greater efficiency and ease in delivering 
and receiving lectures. 

From the photographs of the model, 
it will be seen that the form of the Col- 
lege’s new building is a 6-storey tower 
rising out of a lower, 2-storey base. The 
tower looks southwards across the future 
gardens, and is placed as far away from 
the electric railway as the site permits. It 
contains, essentially, the smaller rooms of 
the scheme, including six 140-seat raised 
lecture theatres, a number of 80-seat 
classrooms, preparation rooms and some 
tutorial rooms. 

The three large lecture theatres, which 
seat 500, 300 and 300 persons, respec- 
tively, are located in the lower wing, with 
their entrances on the first floor and their 
platforms and preparation rooms at 
ground-floor level. This arrangement 
enables heavy equipment to be readily 
brought on to the platforms for demon- 
stration. The theatres are entered from 
an exhibition area whose glazed walls 
overlook the gardens on the south and 
east sides of the building. 

Structurally, the building is of rein- 
forced and prestressed concrete, employ- 
ing advanced techniques. The grid of 
columns and beams can be seen externally 
in the tower, where it is used architectur- 
ally to form a pattern on the facade. The 
south-facing windows here are protected 
from glare and undue solar penetration 
by adjustable louvres set outside the 
glass. The louvres will be operated in 
plont room banks from inside the various rooms, to 
provide the required conditions of light- 
ing.

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THIS SCHEME for expansion and improve- 
ment of Manchester Airport was origin- 
ally prepared in 1954, and the terminal 
building was the first design in this 
country to incorporate the pier system. 

There are 26 aircraft stands disposed 
along the sides of two piers or fingers, one 
projecting from each end of the airfield 
frontage of the terminal building, and also 
along the southern edge of the apron. The 
pier for internal flights can accommodate 
11 large aircraft, the western side of 
which will be reserved for pure jet air- 
craft. The domestic pier will accom- 
modate ten medium range aircraft in five 
stands on each side. 

The dominant element of the building 
is the concourse which occupies a central 
position on the first floor level, and 
extends from the entrance front to the 
airfield side; the domestic waiting room 
and pier is on the east side and the 
customs and immigration halls, waiting 
rooms and international pier are on the 
west side. The concourse is connected by 
stairs and escalators with the ground floor 
level, where departing passengers enter 
the terminal through the traffic hall on 
the east side and arrivals leave via the 
baggage claim on the west. The remainder 
of the ground floor is occupied by 
baggage ways, main kitchen and offices. 

In the terminal building there is com- 
plete separation between passenger flow 
and baggage flow. This is attained by 
accommodating these two movements on 
separate floors. 

Constructional work was started in 
October, 1957, and the building is 
expected to be completed in the Spring 
of 1961. 

The estimated cost of the Terminal 
Building including piers, furniture, demo- 
litions, etc., site works and external ser- 
vices, aprons, roads, car parks and other 
engineering works at 1957 prices is 
approximately £24m

THE MAIN STATION concourse containing the ticket office, 
inquiry office, waiting-refreshment room, etc., is on a tapering 
site. Conoid shells were chosen for the roof structure because 
this form of construction is easily adaptable for a triangular 
site and in addition allows uninterrupted floor space and good 
natural lighting. Timber was chosen for the roof structure 
for its lightness in order to reduce foundation loads and its 
natural finish requiring little maintenance. 

The concourse is roofed with three conoids, ranging in 
width from 97 ft. 3 in. maximum to 41 ft. 6 in. minimum. 
The shells, which are being constructed on site, are made 
up of three layers of boarding nailed and glued. The 
laminated arches and ties were pre-fabricated as complete 
units. The shells are cantilevered forward of the arch line 
partly in order to preserve structural balance and partly to 
accentuate the dramatic form of the roof. The inside of each

shell is sprayed with a PVA glaze and the exterior surfaces 
are weatherproofed with patent glass-fibre reinforced roofing 
compound. 

The five platform canopies are composed of cylindrical 
timber shells cantilevering 12 ft. and spanning 34 ft. 93 in., 
supported on laminated frames. These shells were pre- 
fabricated in the joinery shops in order to achieve rapid 
site erection involving the minimum obstruction on the 
platforms. The upper edge beam of the shell forms a valance 
to the platform side.

THE BLACKLEY CREMATORIUM and Earth Burial Chapels build- 
ing is symmetrical in layout, with two small chapels flanking 
a large central one with committal room, furnace rooms 
and offices at the rear. There are two main entrances on the 
axis of the small side chapels, with adjacent waiting space 
and lavatory accommodation. These entrances also serve 
the main chapel, and along each side chapel an exit hall 
is provided. By co-ordinating the arrival of funeral parties 
it is possible to give continuous use of all three chapels. The 
use of the three chapels is dual for burial or cremation 
service. For the former service the catafalque is screened 
from view by closing the ornamental gates which are normally 
used at the conclusion of the cremation service. In the 
case of the cremation service it is possible, in the event of 
power or other failure, to hand-operate these gates. The 
coffin is removed by committal trolley after the funeral party 
has left the chapel through the exit halls to the wreath areas. 

The approach to this building is along carefully laid out 
roads through undulating grounds to the main crematorium 
approach from where the main facade is viewed. This has

as its centre focal point a cross formed in blue mosaic and 
terrazzo measuring 17 ft. high x 6 ft. across, behind which 
there is a coloured and stained glass window. On each side 
of this main chapel window are the entrances with canti 
levered concrete canopies which provide cover from cars 
to the chapels. Similiar canopies project over the doors to 
the exit halls. Behind each side chapel are enclosed areas 
paved with hexagonal slabs surrounding pools, fountains, 
floral layouts and wreath display spaces, providing an atmo- 
sphere for meditation and rest. The main chapel is fan shaped 
on plan, having splayed side walls of Uxbridge flint bricks, 
which converge on the catafalque area. The coloured and 
stained glass windows of abstract design follow a gradual 
curve and enclose the chapel area. The roof is formed with 
a reinforced concrete frame, with beams radiating from the 
catafalque area. The catafalque gate is of black metal framing 
with an infilling of stained glass varying in density arranged 
in an abstract pattern, while the catafalque itself is constructed 
in black Belgian marble and cast stone set on a purple carpet 
on a raised level reached by curved marble steps.

150 persons is provided, made in beech, upholstered in 
Dunlopillo and a dark olive green coloured fabric. 

Each side chapel is of conventional rectangular shape with 
a lofty ceiling and can accommodate 50 persons. The large 
double entrance doors of teak and sycamore are formed 
in the back wall flanked by panels of blue satin below a 
coloured and stained glass window. The catafalque area has 
a back wall draped with grey velvet, the floor covered with 
a purple carpet and gates made with a black iron frame, 
grey leather panels patterned with ‘ Roundals,’ coloured 
nobules of glass. 

The committal room at the rear of the main chapel, with 
access from each of the three side chapels, has been designed 
using acoustic tiles and cork floors in conjunction with 
plastered surfaces to minimise noise often associated with 
this part of the building. Construction is mainly in load 
oearing brickwork. The main chapel has a reinforced con- 
crete frame structurally separated from the other part of 
the building and insulated against sound transmission. Heat- 
ing of the chapels and adjacent public areas is by low pressure 








panel floor heating with smaller rooms served by radiators. 


The Registrar’s block is situated at the opposite end of 
the main approach to the chapels and crematorium building 
and consists of a Chapel of Remembrance, mortuary chapel, 
public lavatories, Registrar’s offices and accommodation for 
the cemetery staff. The public rooms and Registrar’s rooms 
are planned to form a rectangle about a patio which has 
been planted and paved, and at the rear of the building about 
a service yard is the accommodation used by the cemetery 
staff. The predominant feature of this building is the Chapel 
of Remembrance faced externally with black bricks to accent 
the duodecagonal plan shape, with vertical cast stone fins 
at each corner.

The Development Corporation have 
made a thorough survey of the land on 
the boundaries of the present area and 
have recommended that some 1,200 acres 
to the south and west should be included. 
They estimate that, if it were included, 
an ultimate population of 54,000 could be 
accommodated. 


Examinations Without Tears

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THE PACKAGE DEAL, architectural educa- 
tion, fees, public relations, the architect's 
responsibilities and building research were 
referred to by MR. BASIL SPENCE, OBE, 
RA, ARSA, president of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, im his address to 
the Royal Architectural Institute of 
Canada at an assembly luncheon in Win- 
nipeg on June 2. The president, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Spence, was visiting 
Canada and attending the 53rd RAIC 
annual assembly at the invitation of the 
Canadian architects’ president. 

‘I come to Winnipeg today,’ Mr. 
Spence began, ‘at the end of two of the 
most arduous and exciting years of my 
life as president of the RIBA. These have 
been years of tremendous change and 
activity. When I came in as president 
there was a demand for action and reform 
by a large section of the profession, par- 
ticularly the younger people, and they got 
it. In our efforts to adapt ourselves to a 
changing world, to meet the new chal- 
lenges as well as the old ones, we have 
turned out every skeleton in our cup- 
board. The profound re-examination of 
the problems of the profession that has 
been taking place is going to prove of 
lasting value, not only to us at home, but 
also to our colleagues in the Common- 
wealth. We hear amazing stories of your 
efficiency in Canada, of factories and 
houses being built far quicker than any- 
thing we can do. I hope to learn how you 
do it, and you in turn may find that you 
can learn from our experiences.’

‘ Few professions,’ he continued, ‘ have

a greater responsibility than ours. But to 
whom do we owe this responsibility? 
First of all, of course, to our clients, to 
the man who pays the pound or the dol- 
lar. When I started up in Scotland in 
1932 the only responsibility the architect 
owed was to the chap who was paying 
him; but we have a far wider view of our 
responsibilities today.’ 

‘Probably the greatest achievement in 
British architecture since the war has been 
the school-building programme. We have 
built, I believe, the best schools in the 
world. I do not mean that you cannot 
find better individual schools elsewhere, 
but I do say that the general level of our 
new schools to be found all over the 
country is higher than anywhere else. At 
a time of rapidly rising prices, our 
schools’ architects were able to improve 
design, raise standards and keep down 
prices. They saved the government 
£200m. in ten years. 

‘This is one aspect of what I mean by 
the architects’ wider responsibilities. But 
there is more to it than that. If we find 
that the inadequacies of town planning 
laws, the grasping demands of real estate 
speculators, or other causes are prevent- 
ing us from fitting the mosaic together 
into a meaningful pattern, do we remain 
silent? I say we should not, for we owe 
a duty not only to our clients, but to the 
community at large. We cannot allow our

city centres to be rebuilt as a meaningless 
jumble of unrelated buildings on a street 
pattern that is as out-of-date as the horse- 
buggy. 

‘ The architect, after all, is creating an 
environment not for himself or for his 
client only or even for his own genera- 
tion, but for the public at large and for 
future generations. A building can be 
enjoyed by the whole community—or it 
can inflict itself upon the whole com- 
munity. This is a great opportunity, a 
stimulating challenge and a heavy respon- 
sibility. Architecture, in the last 
analysis, is a mirror of conditions that 
exist.’ 


The Package Deal 


Referring to the package deal Mr. 
Spence said he believed that the private 
architect in Canada was suffering from 
cut-throat competition in this respect. He 
continued: ‘In Britain there is a similar 
problem and although our answer may 
not be right in your conditions I must 
tell you what it is. If an organisation 
employs an architect and pays him on the 
RIBA scale, or a reasonable salary, we 
have no grounds for objection. In my 
opinion the package deal has a limited 
usefulness: it is a sort of off-the-peg ser- 
vice, and its suits are never made-to- 
measure. We should not try to kill it. 
for we would only fail, but should com- 
pete with it by raising the standard of 
our own efficiency. It is for this pur- 
pose that, next year, we are raising the 
educational qualification for entry into 
the architectural schools. 

‘We are examining our education sys- 
tem, because we are far from satisfied 
that our present system turns out the all- 
round man the profession needs today. We 
are publishing a manual on office manage- 
ment, and inaugurating our own techni- 
cal information service. We are also try- 
ing to bring about some co-ordination of 
the mass of undigested technical informa- 
tion which pours out from many sources. 
We are anxious to see more research un- 
dertaken both by manufacturers and by 
the Building Research Station. But we 
are not inclined to relax our code of 
professional conduct, except perhaps in 
one important respect. We are consider- 
ing whether, in order to associate the 
architect still more closely with the build- 
ing industry, he should be allowed to 
become a director of building firms. If 
we allow this we may, of course, be 
strengthening the package deal, but we 
would also be allowing the architect to 
control the package, and making it easier 
for design and construction to interact 
upon each other. A reputation for pro- 
fessional integrity is one of the architect's 
principal assets, and we do not think he 
should compromise it by advertising or 
undercutting.’ 

‘While the individual architect should 
not go seeking publicity, the RIBA 
wants publicity for architecture. We have 
put an architectural journalist in charge 
of our public relations, on which we em- 


ploy a staff of four people. We want the 
word “ architect” to appear wherever it 
can, and this policy seems to be paying 
dividends.’ 

Referring to architects employed by 
local government the president said: 
“We have one advantage over you in 
Canada, and that is the existence of the 
large public office. Over forty per cent 
of all architects in Britain work in public 
offices, mostly for the local authorities, 
and some of these offices have played a 
pioneering role. It is often thought the 
public office is a menace to the private 
office, but that is not how we see it. The 
public offices give out enormous jobs 
to private offices as well as to their own 
staff, and the architect in the city or 
county council is often our client. 

* Because we have shown a sense of res- 
ponsibility,’ he went on, ‘ and have a valu- 
able contribution to make, the prestige 
of the Institute has risen. Until a few 
years ago we lived in a state of primitive 
ignorance. We did not know what our 
architects were doing; we suffered dread- 
fully because the government controlled 
the economy by turning on the tap of 
credit at the banks when there was a 
slump, and then, when the boom seemed 
to be going too far, turning it off again. 
At the moment, things are booming. The 
demand for architectural assistants far 
outruns the supply, and their salaries are 
rising in consequence. But how long will 
it last? We insist upon the need to give 
the building industry a steadily expanding 
programme of work if it is to invest in 
new plant, attract skilled labour and 
make itself more efficient. 


Foretelling the Future 


‘For the last two years we have 
employed a brilliant young economist, 
Miss Joan Milne, who finds out the facts, 
and gives us the answers. We give the 
government every quarter a return show- 
ing the amount of new work coming into 
architects’ offices, and this enables them 
to judge whether the building industry is 
going to be fully occupied or not in 18 
months’ or two years’ time. It also 
enables us to spot the danger signals, and 
to press for more work if we think we are 
going to need it, or to warn the Govern- 
ment not to turn the tap too far.’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Spence pointed out 
that it was useless for the architect to 
claim leadership unless he accepted res- 
ponsibility and was fit to discharge it; the 
same was true of the Institute. ‘We are 
very far from satisfied,’ he said, ‘ about 
the standard of architecture, and even 
more dissatisfied with the standard of 
town planning and the limited part that 
architect-planners still play in it. We 
firmly believe that if we accept the res- 
ponsibility for giving leadership in every 
field, in the industry, among the profes- 
sions, among ourselves, if we speak such 
sense that governments and business have 
to listen to us, if we back up promise with 
performance, then we have nothing to 
fear.’ 
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‘Is Daylighting Really Necessary?’ 


Conference for Architects at the RIBA 


A ONE-DAY CONFERENCE for architects on 
‘Is Daylighting Really Necessary?’ was 
held at the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, 66 Portland-place, W1, on 
April 27. The conference was organised 
by the British Lighting Council in con- 
junction with Messrs. W. G. Howell, 
ARIBA, A. Pott, FRIBA, Alister Mac- 
Donald, FRIBA, F. R. Yerbury, OBE, 
Hon. ARIBA, and H. C. Weston, OBE, 
FIES. Following are extracts from some 
of the speakers’ remarks: 


Designing a Building 


MR. ALISTER MACDONALD, FRIBA, said 
that the title of the conference might 
sound fiamboyant. ‘Of course daylight 
is necessary,” he declared, ‘but surely 
not necessary all the time everywhere. 
Why create a paraphernalia in order to 
be sure that daylight reaches points 
where people are not actually working 
or where the space is only occasionally 
used? 

‘Do we create uneconomic planning 
and use of land,’ Mr. MacDonald asked, 
‘by worshipping, too much, the Sun 
God? Why don’t we on occasions get 
closer together in reflected glory? The 
hunting of the unobstructed sky is an 
expensive sport. 

‘Can we afford to insist on site plan- 
ning which ensures percolation of day- 
light everywhere, or can we, in view of 
the arrival of good technical ability to 
produce artificial illumination, officially 
encourage the natural and the artificial 
to implement each other so that, inter 
alia, economies may be effected in the 
use of land, which in turn will tend to 
create higher quality of working space. 

‘If you refer to par. 205 of Post War 
Building Studies, No. 12, “ The Lighting 
of Buildings,” you'll find that window 
areas forming a proportion as high as 20 
or 25 per cent of the floor area do not 
always ensure acceptable daylighting, and 
in some cases admit no direct daylight 
whatsoever from the sky. 

‘I am going to suggest, therefore, that 
we do not strive to create by regulation 
any high daylight factor at all. Let us 
insist on certain minimum daylight con- 
trols and angular lines, but let the exist- 
ing be reduced or increased, whichever 
way you look at it. This will have the 
effect of encouraging more economic 
planning and will help to solve our traffic 
and other planning problems by making 
everything more flexible. The daily varia- 
tion in the entry of natural daylighting 
can be stabilised by the introduction of 
adjustable artificial illumination. 

‘In other words, I suggest that the 
present levels of daylight illumination, 
after which the Code strives, are too high 
in view of the fact that they are often, 
in fact, denied us by weather conditions. 
This should now be realised officially, 
and a lower daylight factor established 
and recognised because the technical 
ability to create a combined natural- 
artificial source of illumination now 
exists which can facilitate the designing 


of a building with stabilised standards of 
internal illumination everywhere.’ 

MR. DAVID H. CROMPTON, ARIBA, spoke 
particularly of the regulations relating to 
daylight which had been framed by the 
London County Council. The essence of 
these, he said, was that they were 
designed around good neighbourliness. It 
appeared from Mr. Crompton’s comments 
that the most important thing in putting 
up a building, at least as far as daylight 
was concerned, was that there should be 
as little interference as possible with the 
daylight available to neighbouring build- 
ings—always assuming that they wanted 
it. He stressed that the Daylighting Code 
had other objectives than daylight admis- 
sion to buildings, e.g. fire prevention and 
minimisation of noise. This aspect was 
taken up by later speakers who felt that 
there were some curious aspects to a Code 
of this type, and it was asked if there 
were not dangers of the Code being taken 
strictly at its face value. 

Support for Mr. MacDonald’s view- 
point came from MR. W. G. HOWELL, 
ARIBA. He said there was a tendency to 
concentrate on problems of town plan- 
ning in the discussion, and give archi- 
tecture second place. ‘ What,’ he asked, 
‘of the people who want smaller windows, 
cheaper plans, or no windows at all?’ He 
also felt that questions of heat loss and 
the like were important. 

MR. A. POTT, ARIBA, Chief Architect to 
the Ministry of Education, talked of sup- 
plementing daylight, and said that recent 
work had indicated that we need not now 
design for use of artificial lighting only 
in times of darkness outside. 

MR. E. MAXWELL FRY, FRIBA, questioned 
the wisdom of excluding daylight com- 
pletely. ‘I have found,’ he said, ‘on the 
technical side of our industry a sort of 
will-o’-the-wisp to find “ general ” condi- 
tions. It seems to me that it is the par- 
ticular that we’re concerned with and, 
further, we should ask ourselves always, 
psychologically, what is the effect on 
people. Daylight for me is very precious, 
I would certainly supplement it to light 
my work, but to turn away from it—no! 
Is that the direction we are going in, and 
if so for what reason?’ 


Summing Up 

Summing up, SIR THOMAS’ BENNETT, 
KCB, FRIBA, said that it was clear from 
the discussion that a good Daylighting 
Code was essential, but it was also clear 
that there was need for study in the use 
of artificial lighting today. He spoke of 
wartime factories from which daylight 
had been excluded for obvious reasons 
and without ill effects. He referred to 
more recent experiences with windowless 
factories which had been designed to 
cater for such particular problems as 
heating and ventilation. 

Away from the completely windowless 
interior, he mentioned office construction 
in the USA where the trend had been 
toward thick buildings. These were made 
possible by the use of artificial lighting 


by day. This approach still gave the view 
of the sky desired by so many, it was 
attractive in price, and made for ease of 
communication. 

‘I believe,’ Sir Thomas asserted, ‘ that 
we are travelling to the thick office in 
this country, and we, therefore, have to 
know a great deal more about methods 
of lighting wide spaces.’ 


Lighting Techniques 


MR. W R, STEVENS, BSC, MIEE, FIES, said: 
‘One of the great attractions of natural 
light is its ever changing pattern, and 
many of us have long advocated motion 
in artificial light by some means such as 
slow but subtle changes of colour or 
intensity, or by so distributing the light 
in a room that the appearance of the 
occupants changes as they move about 
in it. Whatever technique we are to 
employ in electric lighting in the future, 
we must avoid the flat, static effects now 
so commonly and unthinkingly accepted.’ 

MR. FABER BIRREN (USA) said that he 
had found the conference most interest- 
ing but he took exception to one thing. 
On several occasions speakers had said 
that ‘it is already being done in 
America’ as if that was necessarily the 
correct thing. ‘It is not necessarily so,’ 
he declared. ‘In America we have the 
same problems as in this country, and I 
am happy to say that we consider English 
illuminating engineers to be probably the 
best anywhere in the world.’ He thought, 
however, that in America greater atten- 
tion was being paid to the provision of 
an agreeable environment. 

MR. H. C. WESTON, OBE, FIES (a light and 
vision consultant and formerly of the 
Medical Research Council), said that his 
studies on people working under artificial 
light had extended over many years and 
he had discovered nothing to suggest that 
it has a deleterious effect on the eyes. 

MR. MICHAEL FARR, Chief Information 
Officer, CoID, commented on the work 
of the Building Research Station in con- 
nection with light and colour, and 
reminded the conference that a number 
of industrial processes necessitating 
windowless factories were carried out by 
completely satisfied workers. He 
wondered if we were correct in using day- 
light as the norm from which all investi- 
gations stem, and said that from what 
he had read recently regarding farm 
stock, we were often not as well off as 
pigs, being much more like battery hens 
cooped up in tiny rooms with thousands 
of others of our kind. 

MR. D. L. MEDD, ARIBA, questioned the 
parochial nature of the discussions, for 
in his view it was impossible to divorce 
lighting from ventilation, heating, etc. He 
suggested the need for investigation into 
the size of windows so that guidance 
could be given as to the smallest dimen- 
sions which would allow the occupants 
to retain that spark of daylight which 
he considered so necessary for human 
beings, but avoid the excessive glass areas 
that have in some cases appeared.

Ministry Issues Details of 34 Schemes 


THE FOLLOWING list gives brief details of 
the 34 new hospitals, which, as the Minis- 
ter of Health, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, 
QC, recently announced, are partly com- 
pleted, started or being planned. Unless 
otherwise stated, all the hospitals are 
‘acute,’ the term that has_ replaced 
* general.’ 


New Hospitals Partially Completed 
and in Use: Work already done and 
further planned 


Balderton Hall, nr. Newark.—(Psychiatric). 
First phase, including 252 beds, completed at 
cost of over £lm.; second phase of 156 beds 
being planned. Good Hope, Sutton Cold- 
field —Six ward units totalling 162 beds at 
a cost of £100,000 in use for pre-convalescent 
and geriatric patients, to which supporting 
facilities are now being added. Greaves Hall, 
Southport. (Psychiatric). First phase, 
including 220 beds, completed at cost of 
about £900,000; second phase to bring the 
number of beds to 610 about to start; further 
phase being planned. Princess Margaret, 
Swindon.—First phase, comprising mainly 
out-patient and casualty services, completed 
at cost of about £700,000 and a ward block 
of more than 300 beds is at advanced stage 
of planning. Llanfrechfa Grange, Newport. 
(Psychiatric). Four villas, with 200 beds 
and other services, including occupational 
therapy department, at cost of about 
£450,000. A further phase is being planned 
to include 4 more villas with 200 beds. 
Oakwood Park, nr. Conway.—(Psychiatric). 
First phase of adaptations to provide about 
100 permanent beds completed at cost of 
about £625,000. Plans for further villas now 
being considered. Singleton Park, Swansea. 

-The first phase, including out-patients’ and 
X-ray departments at cost of about £400,000. 
Plans well advanced for second phase inclu- 
ding 256 beds and operating theatres at esti- 
mated cost of over £lm. West Wales 
Glangwili—Replacement of war-time hutted 
hospital, First phase including three-storey 
ward block with 96 beds as well as nurses’ 
home completed at cost of £4m.

Council for Visual Education 
The Impact of New Materials 


ADDRESSING the annual general meeting of 
the Council for Visual Education at the 
Housing Centre on May 27, SIR COLIN 
ANDERSON, Chairman of the trustees of the 
Tate Gallery and a member of the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, after contrasting 
the subtlety of the Japanese in all forms 
of visual appreciation with what he called 
‘the hideousness of the _ sprawling 
industrial growth in their country,’ said 
that modern man, wherever he might be, 
seemed equally seduced and. indeed, 
knocked over, by the list of new materials 
now offered him by the scientists. 

The plastics, the skyscrapers, the alu- 
minium, the fluorescent paint, the flood- 
lighting and the pre-stressed concrete, all 
invited experiment and exploitation and 
few architects or designers had yet 
started to employ these things in a 
balanced and controlled fashion. 

Commenting on the use of colour in 
architecture, Sir Colin observed that it 
was no longer a matter of using such 
colour as came from natural materials or 
from paint on wood or stucco. Now, 
sheeted with mauve or crimson plastic 
cladding, apparently unfadeable and 
unweatherable, a building could soar up 
more or less overnight, to present, for an 
indefinite span of years, an entirely new 
problem in architectural neighbourliness. 


Getting Rid of Grime 


Some people were inclined to feel that 
steps should be taken to ban such use of 
colour from, for instance, the London 
scene. He believed this would be very 
wrong. The notion that London must be 
for ever grey and misty was born cf its 
last century, the century of coal furnaces. 
London was once both brilliant and 
sparkling; we must not deny it the chance 
to become so again. Soon our architects 
would find means of using the colour now 
available to them in ways which would be 
splendid. However, we must not expect 
them to be ways bearing much connec 


tion with any that we are accustomed to 
now, or that we have been used to before. 

Almost the first thing he would do if he 
had magic powers, said Sir Colin, would 
be to eliminate pollution of the air and 
of the waters. It was not impossible that 
many of the Black Country towns, if their 
coating of grime could be removed, would 
be far more seemly than many an admired 
non-industrial city. But it was the grime, 
if one was not used to living with it, 
which seemed to cast such a terrible spell 
over everything one saw that it was hard 
to concentrate on the often distinguished 
19th-century buildings embalmed in it. 

Having cleaned the cities, rivers and 
seas, in general the cities could do with 
a great deal more conscious decoration. 
in which term he included civic design. 
statues, fountains, spires and other forms 
of visual delight. This was a field where 
we lagged badly behind the French, the 
Italians and the Swedes. The great 
dilemma was that to devise such visual 
pleasures and then to place them properly 
demanded not only a high degree of taste 
but, above all, an enthusiasm for such 
things. He was even prepared to consider 
doing without too much good taste, if 
there was plenty of enthusiasm. However, 
it could be taken for granted that the 
municipal authorities of this country 
were, in general, ill-equipped at both 
these points.

The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own 


The Local Authority 
Housing Programme 


A NUMBER of questions on the housing 
programme and improvement grants to 
properties were put to MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, at question time on May 31. When 
pressed to state the number of council 
houses he expected local authorities to 
build during 1960, Mr. Brooke said it 
was too soon to make a reliable estimate 
but at March 31 public authorities had 
119,000 houses under construction, which 
was 12,000 more than a year before. 

MR. FERNYHOUGH Said that on April 30 
in a political broadcast the Minister had 
urged councils to speed the building of 
flats, flatlets and bungalows and said that 
in a good many places more council 
houses were needed. Why was it that the 
Minister was not getting this co-opera- 
tion from local authorities? Why was it 
that since Mr. Brooke had been Minister 
the number of council houses built had 
gone down year by year? Was he satis- 
fied to see this figure dwindle when mil- 
lions were living in uncivilised condi- 
tions? 

After MR. BROOKE had said he was 
getting co-operation from the vast 
majority of local authorities, MR. MICHAEL 
STEWART, the Opposition’s housing 
spokesman, pointed out that the number 
of council house starts in the first quarter 
of 1960 was about 9,000 less than the 
number started in the first quarter of 
1959 and the number of all types of 
houses started was 3,000 less than the 
corresponding quarter of last year. Did 
the Minister regard these figures as satis 
factory? 

MR. BROOKE.—‘I had noticed those 
figures. I know that this year well over 
300,000 are likely to be built in Great 
Britain and I think a considerable figure 
will also be completed next year.’ 

In another reply, the Minister said he 
did not accept the suggestion that many 
local authorities could not build houses 
for general needs without subsidy. Most 
authorities should be able to let new 
houses at rents the tenants could afford 
provided of course that they charged 
reasonable rents for their existing 
houses. Those authorities who would be 
faced with unreasonably high rents and 
rates as a result of further building could 
apply for the special discretionary sub- 
sidy. 

Mr. Brooke added that he had taken 
no decision to restrict the housing pro- 
grammes of individual local authorities 
to the same level as last year. ‘ My general 
aim,’ he said, ‘is to agree programmes 
that are reasonable in the circumstances 
of the authority concerned.’ 


Improvement Grants 


When asked what further proposals he 
had to encourage landlords to take 
advantage of the improvement grants, 
MR. BROOKE replied.—‘ Helped by the 
House Purchase and Housing Act, 1955. 
the rate at which improvements are being

undertaken with the aid of a grant is now 
more than three times what it was a year 
ago. I want to see the rate go on increas- 
ing, and for this purpose I am taking 
steps by publicity to get the grant 
schemes more and more widely known.’ 

MRS. HARRIET SLATER, aSking in what 
form the Minister was likely to use this 
publicity, said that if they went on only 
three times better than last year it would 
take many years before people had a bath 
and an inside lavatory installed. They 
would save houses which might otherwise 
become slums. 

MR. BROOKE said the rate was improv- 
ing. The publicity arrangements included 
a new film which they had made available 
for showing, demonstrations of improved 
houses and displays at agricultural shows 
and the larger annual! exhibitions. Every 
further opportunity for publicity that he 
could get he would take. A shorter film 
had been shown on television. 

In reply to another question, Mr. 
Brooke said: ‘In the first few months of 
1960 30 per cent of all the privately- 
owned dwellings that were approved for 
improvement grants were owned by 
private landlords and not owner-occupied. 
That is encouraging so far as it goes.’ 


Land Reclamation 


MR. BOYDEN asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on May 31 
how much grant aid his department made 
available during 1959 to local authorities 
for schemes of industrial land reclama- 
tion such as removing or planting up 
colliery spoil heaps and rehabilitating 
derelict industrial land. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary.— Grant amounting to £1,838 was 
approved for this purpose under the 
National Parks and Access to the 
Countryside Act, 1949. The Board of 
Trade approved grants totalling £103,423 
under section 5 of the Distribution of 
Industry Act, 1945, towards reclamation 
works in development areas.’ 

After MR. BOYDEN had commented that 
this was pitiful, stIR K. JOSEPH said it was 
open to local authorities in national parks 
or areas of outstanding beauty to make 
proposals. 

MR. BOYDEN also asked how many local 
authorities had applied for assistance for 
schemes to rehabilitate industrial sites 
following the passing of the Local Em- 
ployment Act. 

SIR K. JOSEPH: ‘ Nine local authorities 
in England and Wales have made in- 
quiries about grants under the Act, but 
no formal applications have yet been 
made and no approvals given.’ He added 
that a memorandum telling local authori- 
ties about the financial arrangements was 
under preparation. 

MR. MACCOLL asked what were the main 
facilities available to local authorities 
outside the development districts for the 
acquisition or rehabilitation of derelict, 
neglected or unsightly land. 

SIR K. JOSEPH.— Powers 
authorities to acquire land, 


for local 
including 
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derelict land, and to develop it for par- 
ticular purposes are contained in numer- 
ous statutes. Where other powers are 
not available, section 89 of the National 
Parks and Access to the Countryside Act, 
1949, enables local planning authorities 
to plant trees and carry out works to 
restore derelict land, and to acquire land 
compulsorily for these purposes. Out- 
side development districts, Exchequer 
assistance may be given where the land 
is in a national park or area of outstand- 
ing natural beauty. The Minister is satis- 
fied that these powers are adequate.’ 


Other Business 


Sea Defence Costs 


MR. BRAINE asked the Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food on May 
30 what recent representations had been 
made to him by local authorities in 
coastal areas with regard to the sharing 
of financial responsibility for the cost of 
sea defence work carried out by river 
boards; and what reply he had made. 

MR. JOHN HARE.—— Fifty-four local 
authorities have recently written to me 
asking for the full cost of sea defence 
works to be borne by the Exchequer. My 
reply has been that the Exchequer already 
makes very substantial contributions 
towards the cost of new or improved sea 
defence works carried out by river 
boards, but the Government takes the 
view that there should also be some local 
contribution.’ 


Ston Easton Park, Somerset 

MR. ROBERT COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
May 31 what was the present condition 
of Ston Easton Park, Somerset; and 
whether the future of this house of archi- 
tectural interest had been safeguarded. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary.— The house is deteriorating but 
still capable of restoration. It is protected 
by a building preservation order, and 
efforts to find a use for it are continuing.’

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Self-Build for Old Soldiers 


Replying to an adjournment debate on 
the housing of ex-Regular Servicemen, 
MR. HUGH FRASER, Under Secretary of 
State for War, on May 27, said the War 
Office believed that the  self-build 
organisation was something which should 
be looked at. He was able to announce 
that the War Office had recently nego- 
tiated an ingenious scheme with the 
British Legion and with the National 
Federation of Housing Societies. 

These self-build societies were 
scattered over the country, and the 
British Legion was providing a central 
information bureau through which a sol- 
dier could be put in touch with a self- 
build society. He hoped, too, that in the 
next few months they would reorganise 
the resettlements pre-release scheme so 
that a man who wished to join a self- 
build society would receive training in the 
building of a home. 


The Noise Abatement Bill 


The Noise Abatement Bill was read the 
third time and passed by the House of 
Commons on May 27. 

MR. SPEIR, the sponsor, moving the 
third reading, said that although the Bill 
might well abate noise it was not 
intended to abolish noise. The Bill was 
a stop-gap measure until the Govern- 
ment’s Committee had been able to study 
the problem in detail and after making 
researches, bring forward recommenda- 
tions. He hoped the Bill would make 
people more thoughtful and less of a 
nuisance and that manufacturers of all 
kinds of machines would consider how, 
with a little ingenuity and the use of a 
little insulation, they could make their 
machines quieter than they were now. 


Hotel for Prestwick Airport 


MR. JOHN RANKIN asked the Minister of 
Aviation, on May 30, what reconsidera- 
tion he was giving to the plan for build- 
ing a new hotel at Prestwick Airport. 

MR. GEOFFREY RIPPON, Parliamentary 
Secretary: ‘ There is no doubt that a new 
hotel would be an asset at Prestwick. It 
would be best for it to be provided by 
private enterprise rather than by the 
Government. A site is available for an 
hotel and the Ministry of Aviation will 
be glad to consider proposals from any 
persons who may be interested.’ 


The Brick Shortage 


MRS. JOYCE BUTLER asked the Minister 
of Works, in the House of Commons on 
May 31, what action he would take to 
improve the supply of bricks to local 
authorities whose housing schemes were 
being held up by the continuing brick 
shortage. 

LORD JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘I have kept 
in close touch with the brickmakers and 
I am glad to say that more bricks were 
produced in the first four months of 
1960 than in any comparable post-war 
period. I believe production should 
increase still further in the months to 
come and production of alternative 
materials is also high. Early ordering and 
flexibility of specification will help to 
avoid delays, and I am always ready to 


investigate with the brickmakers

Evidence at Inquiries 


SIR RICHARD GLYN asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, on 
May 31, whether he would consider issu- 
ing a circular to local authorities stressing 
the importance of not requiring or 
inducing technical officers in their employ 
to give expert evidence at _ public 
inquiries, other than in accordance with 
their professional opinion. 

MR. BROOKE: ‘I do not think that it 
would be right for me to interfere in this 
way in the relations between local 
authorities and their officers.” He added 
that the officer was not just in the posi- 
tion of an expert witness. He was also 
the confidential adviser of the council. 
What he did agree with was that the 
officer should not be required to disclose 
what advice he had given to the authority 
which he served. 


Planning Appeals 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, wrote in reply to Mr. E. L. 
Mallalieu, on May 31: ‘4,302 local 
inquiries into planning appeals were held 
in 1959 in England and Wales. The 
number of inspectors engaged mainly on 
this type of inquiry increased during the 
year from about 70 to about 90. There 
were 4,234 appeals at various stages 
before the Minister on April 30, 1960. 
This figure includes many cases in which 
the inquiry had already been held, and 
others not involving an inquiry. The 
average time taken from the lodging of 
an appeal to the issuing of the decision 
has recently been about six months.

Condensation and Downdraught | 


QUESTION.-—As a result of serious con- 
densation it has become necessary to re- 
build the chimney stack which serves the 
boiler in my recently purchased three- 
year-old house. Trouble has also been 
caused by downdraught when the wind 
blows in a certain direction. How should 
the chimney be rebuilt so that these prob- 
lems do not recur? 
$. 3B: 

ANSWER.—The situation of this chimney 
has not been stated, but it is assumed 
to be in an external wall and has the 
standard 9 in. x 9 in. brick flue. 

The problem of condensation can be 
cured by lining the flue with asbestos 
cement flue pipes or salt-glazed ware 
drain pipes. The top two or three courses 
of brickwork to the stack will have to be 
removed, depending on the design, and 
a brick will have to be cut out on the 
face at levels where the joints of the 
pipes occur. 6 ft. lengths of 6 in. dia- 
meter cement asbestos pipes are a prac- 
tical proposition for this work. Four- 
inch diameter salt-glazed drain pipes 3 
feet long can also be used. 

The bottom of the flue should be pre- 
pared to receive the base of the first pipe, 
to carry the weight of the pipes, and to 


Demolition of Historic Houses 

MR. DRIBERG asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on May 
31 if he would make a statement on the 
threatened demolition of three houses in 
Carlton-gardens, of 1 Baker-street, and of 
several houses adjoining it in Portman- 
square; and if he was satisfied that the 
existing machinery provided him with 
powers sufficient to ensure the preserva- 
tion of buildings of architectural or his- 
toric interest. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: ‘The Minister is advised that none 
of these houses are now of such architec- 
tural interest that it would be right to 
insist on their preservation. He is satis- 
fied that he has sufficient power to ensure 
preservation in suitable cases.’ 

MR. DRIBERG Said that while that might 
be so, could the Parliamentary Secretary 
at least say what was going to be put up 
in place of the houses in Carlton Gar- 
dens?’ Would the scale and elevation be 
appropriate to the surroundings? 

SIR K. JOSEPH: ‘Yes. There is power 
in the LCC, and in the case of Carlton 
gardens there will be reference to the 
Royal Fine Art Commission to approve 
the replacement building before it can be 
erected.’ 


Apsley House Refacing 

MR. ROBERT COOKE asked the Minister 
of Works, on May 31, what steps he pro- 
posed to take to reface the side of Apsley 
House now exposed by demolitions. 

MR. HARMAR NICHOLLS, Parliamentary 
Secretary, wrote: ‘ The Minister proposes 
to remodel the east side of Apsley House 
in conformity with the architecture of 
the building as a whole, using Bath stone 
as a facing material. Work should start 
this summer.’

seal the base of the cavity formed be- 
tween the pipes and existing flue. A 
‘U *-shaped cut over the boiler flue pipe 
inlet will make a neat job, but it is im- 
portant that the boiler flue pipe does not 
protrude to any extent into the main flue. 
The boiler flue pipe should connect with 
main flue at an angle of about 60 degrees 
with the horizontal. The soot door 
should be at a level below the boiler flue 
entry. 

The bottom pipe can be lowered down 
the flue by rope from the top of the stack 
and then bedded and sealed at the 
bottom. The following pipes can be 
treated in the same way, cutting the top 
length to suit the height and finish of the 
stack. The sockets of the pipes being 
turned upwards can be made good with 
asbestos rope well caulked in, and some 
brick distance pieces bedded in lime mor- 
tar on the collars to prevent wobble and 
to centralise the pipes in the existing 
flue. The holes cut in the stack can then 
be made good, the top of the stack sealed 
up and weathered with a good flaunching. 

A louvred chimney pot might be the 
answer to the downdraught complained 
of. The position and condition of the 
soot door is important and should have 
a good sealing effect.

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National Federation of Housing Societies 
Opportunities for Future Discussed in Annual Report 


THE WIDE scope for the activities of hous- 
ing societies in the coming year is dis- 
cussed in the 23rd annual report of the 
National Federation of Housing Societies, 
which was submitted to the annual 
general meeting held in London on May 
25. Following are points from the 
report: 

In recent years many general family 
housing societies have turned their ener- 
gies into the field of old people’s housing 
and have provided both homes and 
separate dwellings for the elderly; still 
more have this year stated in their pro- 
gress returns that in 1960 they will be 
building blocks of flatlets for old people. 
The tide is flowing freely in this direction 
and every encouragement is given both 
by the Ministry of Housing and by local 


authorities to societies going in for this 
type of work. 

The Council of the Federation hopes 
through its mew Housing Societies’ 
Charitable Trust to attract donations for 
charitable housing projects such as those 
for the handicapped, who will be the 
beneficiaries of the work of the new St. 
Giles Housing Society. During 1960, 
established housing societies might well 
look at the opportunity presented by 
handicapped persons in need of housing 
and indeed by refugees, to see if some 
small scheme for those people in special 
need could be incorporated in their own 
immediate plans. 

Industrial housing societies have begun 
to look at the problem of housing retired 
employees and some are also exploring

Building Surveyors’ 
Institute 


Annual Meeting of London and Home 
Counties Branch 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of the 
London and Home Counties Area of the 
Building Surveyors’ Institute was held at 
the Building Centre, Store-street, WCl, 
on May 11. The area president, Mr. S. A. 
Engel, took the chair and opened the 
meeting. He then proceeded to read the 
Committee’s Report for the Winter Ses- 
sion of 1959/60, which was well received.

The election of 
area representatives to the executive 
council followed and the retiring mem- 
bers, Messrs. Chequers, Kingsbury and 
Simpson, were re-elected with the 
approval of the meeting.

Finally, the report states that the 
scarcity of new houses for letting is likely 
to become serious unless all agencies turn 
their attention to dealing with it. It may 
be difficult for the older societies to 
adjust themselves to this new atmosphere 
but as it seems to have come to stay, it 
presents a challenge to all societies. 


Protection of a Guard Rail 


Judge on ‘ Severe Burden on 
Employers ’ 


A CASE OF INTEREST to builders and con- 
tractors (although it was primarily con- 
cerned with the work of steel erectors) 
was recently decided and is reported as 
‘Westcott v. Structural and Marine Engi- 
neers Ltd.’ The question which arose was 
the necessity in work carried on above 
ground to have a guard rail or guard rails. 
Regulation 5 of the Building (Safety, 
Health and Welfare) Regulations 1948 
provides that ‘ suitable and sufficient scaf- 
folds shall be provided for all work that 
cannot safely be done on or from the 
ground.’ 

The work was concerned with the 
demolition and re-erection of damages 
which were part of a building, and Lord 
Chief Justice Parker considered that 
Regulation 5 did not apply as this was 
work which could be safely done without 
the provision of scaffolds. But under 
Regulation 24: ‘ Every side of a working 
platform or working place being a side 
thereof from which a person is liable to 
fall a distance of more than 6 ft. 6 in. 
shall be provided with a suitable guard 
rail or guard rails.’ Although the height 
of the platform was more than the stated 
height, the point arose whether in the 
particular circumstances the _ structure 
came within the section or whether it was 
within paragraph 5(d) which exempted 
certain temporary platforms. 

The court held that it did not. The 
word ‘temporarily’ did not refer to the 
fact that it was used only temporarily but 
that the platform was there temporarily. 
In the present case the plaintiff fell from a 
concrete structure some 11 feet from the 
ground while in process of bolting the 
new concrete base on to a fixed concrete 
structure. It was held that as this was 
not a temporary structure the firm were 
not exempt from liability as the fixed 
tower with concrete platform was un- 
doubtedly a working place. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he 
came to the decision with regret as it 
would impose a very severe burden on 
employers having regard to the fact that 
the obligation was absolute and not 
limited by whether the provision of a 
handrail was ‘reasonable or reasonably 
practicable.’

Thermo-Fax Secutinny copying machines 
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House Building in Europe 
Marked Increases During 1959 


HOUSE BUILDING in Europe was higher in 
1959 than in the previous year, states the 
current issue of the Quarterly Bulletin of 
Housing and Building Statistics for 
Europe (HMSO price 4s. 6d.), published 
by the Secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe. In 
certain countries house building activity 
has progressed rapidly, while in others the 
trend was one of stabilisation and in some 
cases there was a slight decline. 

The Bulletin shows that the percentage 
increase in the number of dwellings com- 
pleted in 1959 over 1958 were as follows: 
Switzerland 34 per cent; Czechoslovakia 
25 per cent; Denmark 20 per cent; 
Western Germany 14 per cent; Yugoslavia 
12 per cent; France, Hungary, Sweden 
and the USSR 11 per cent; and Italy 8 per 


cent. In Austria, Finland, Norway, 
Poland and the United Kingdom house 
building has stabilised, while in the 
Netherlands it declined by 6 per cent. 


Dwellings Under Construction 


Data in the Bulletin relating to the 
number of dwellings begun and under 
construction indicate the general trends 
of residential construction; it appears that 
the expansion which took place during 
1959 will continue in most countries 
during the next few months. This is 
particularly true for Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, France, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Spain, Switzerland, the United Kingdom 
and Eastern Germany. The trend in the 
northern countries, such as Finland, Nor- 


Tolls on the Motorways 
Objections by Road Users 


“THE CONSIDERATION of tolls on motor- 
ways to help finance the road programme 
is a red herring which conveniently 
excuses the Treasury’s failure’ to 
announce, some while ago, the much 
larger road programme which is so 
urgently needed.’ In its Bulletin for June 
the British Road Federation points out 
that the Government’s intention to double 
the standard of living within a generation 
will result in a substantial increase in 
resources available for capital investment. 
The Treasury cannot now contend, says 
the Federation, that it is not possible to 
meet essential expenditure on _ road 
modernisation. 

Five years ago the Federation's vice- 
chairman, MR. CHRISTOPHER BRUNNER 
said: ‘ The discrepancy between the tax 
already paid (by road users) and benefits 
not received is so glaring that any 
suggestion of tolls for new roads can only 
be described as adding insult to injury.’ 
This discrepancy between motor taxation 
and Government expenditure on roads has 
increased since then, yet the Treasury 


are now apparently considering the pos- 
sibility of introducing tolls to finance 
part of the road programme. 


It is reported that the Treasury’s view 
is that the present level of capita: 
expenditure on roads of some £75m. a 
year is the maximum that can be found 
from a total budget of £5,000m., although 
the continued increase in vehicles pro- 
vides sufficient revenue each year to 
finance a larger programme; the present 
level of motor taxation is around £600m. 
a year. 

On a number of occasions it has been 
expressly stated that the main purpose 
of the road programme, of which the 
motorway network forms a major part, 
is to provide efficient road communica- 
tions for industry. It is the responsibility 
of the Government, which it accepted 
half a century ago, to ensure that the 
country should possess an adequate road 
system. There is no justification for 
singling out users of certain roads to 
bear a specific impost. 


Planning Course for Birmingham 


TPI Recognition to be Sought 


THE BIRMINGHAM SCHOOL OF PLANNING, 
under Mr. Leslie B. Ginsburg, ARIBA, 
AMTPI, is to start a new course for a 
Diploma in Planning in September next. 
The course will be for one year full-time 
plus a second year part-time on a semi- 
nar and tutorial basis. It will be open to 
those holding architectural or other speci- 
fied professional qualifications. Full 
recognition of the course by the Town 
Planning Institute will be sought. 

The emphasis in the course will be on 
town planning as team work and on 
regional planning. It is hoped that it will 
appeal especially to young architects 
recently qualified, as the opportunities for 
studying, at first hand, town and regional 
planning problems in Birmingham and the 
West Midlands conurbation are exception-

If there is sufficient demand it may be 
extended to become a three-year course. 
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way and Sweden, seems to be moving 
towards stabilisation. 

The increase in 1959 in the activity in 
the European building industry as a whole 
is reflected in figures on the apparent con- 
sumption of cement and in the data on 
unemployment in the trades connected 
with the industry. Unemployment has 
diminished during 1959 in most countries 
with the exception of Belgium, France 
and the United Kingdom where it has 
increased. 

Costs and prices of residential con- 
struction appear to have increased slightly 
during the period under review in 
countries such as Austria, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Norway, Portugal and 
Switzerland. In other countries, however, 
there was a trend towards a decrease in 
both costs and prices, notably in Ireland. 
Italy, the Netherlands and the United 
Kingdom. This decrease seems to be due 
in the main to a decline in the price of 
certain building materials.

European Timber Market 
Cautious Optimism Over 1960 Prospects 


LOOKING back on 1959, the year may be 
qualified as one of exceptionally favour- 
able development in the European timber 
markets. The market gained confidence 
and strength as the year wore on, and 
even the seasonal slackening towards the 
end of the year was far less pronounced 
than normal. Thus. 1960 has begun under 
auspices which seem to justify the 
cautious optimism expressed at the seven- 
teenth session of the ECE Timber Com- 
mittee held in Geneva in October 1959. 
These conclusions are noted in the latest 
Review of the European Timber Market 
contained in the Timber Bulletin for 
Europe published jointly by the Secre- 
tariats of the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) and the United 
Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe (ECE) (available from HMSO, 
price 7s.). 


The satisfactory development of timber 
markets was mainly due to the resumed 
expansion of economic activity in 
Western Europe and North America and 
to the sustained expansion in Eastern 


European countries, which continued 
throughout 1959 and pursued its course 
unabated in the first months of 1960. 
The forward market for sawn softwood 
for delivery in 1960 has taken a course 
very different from that of previous 
years. Not only did transactions start as 
early as the end of July 1959—a fact in 
itself uncommon—but buying progressed 
with such vigour that by February 1960 
the volume contracted by most importers 
had reached about two-thirds, three 
quarters or even more of their total esti- 
mated import requirements for 1960. 
The main reason, no doubt, is to be 
found in the high level of consumption. 
In the United Kingdom, for instance. 
apparent consumption was 11 per cent 
and in Western Germany 6 per cent 
higher than in 1958. Economic activity 
in Western Europe continued to expand 
during the second half of 1959 and as 
general conditions indicated that this was 
likely to continue it was generally 
believed, as indicated by the Timber Com- 
mittee’s estimates, that sawn softwood

Suggestion for Helping Small Firms 


ways of helping smaller joinery firms, par- 
ticularly those who specialise in purpose- 
made work, are to be encouraged by the 
English Joinery Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. At a recent Area meeting of the 
Association in Cambridge, the Council 
was asked to look into the possibility of 
setting up a system whereby architects and 
builders seeking contracts with firms who 
are willing to undertake special one-off 
contracts can be put in touch with those 
EJMA members in any part of the country 
who would welcome this type of work 


Organisation Problems 


Another suggestion put forward was for 
the Association to organise visits by small 
manufacturers to other manufacturers so 


that they could discuss organisation prob- 
lems with them. It was thought that 
many small manufacturers might be wil- 
ling to show their own specialised work 
to manufacturers in other areas with 
whom they were not in competition. 

A report on the recent discussions by 
the Association with Swedish redwood 
importers, about the quality of artificially 
dried timber now coming into the coun- 
try was given detailed consideration, and 
it was considered that by constant pres- 
sure some improvement might be main- 
tained, although basically, members 
thought they were up against an eco- 
nomic problem. One view was that over 
the next 15 years many manufacturers 
would be forced into using lamination. 


Aircraft Noise 


Minister’s Discussion with Air Lines and Manufacturers 


THE Minister of Aviation, Mr. Duncan 
Sandys, held a meeting on June | to dis- 
cuss the problem of aircraft noise. The 
Minister stressed the seriousness of the 
annoyance caused. He said it was incum- 
bent on all concerned with air transport 
to make a combined effort to tackle the 
problem. 

While recognising that airlines have to 
operate the types of aircraft which now 
exist, they, and the aircraft manufac- 
turers, would, he said, have to give 
increased attention to the limitation of 
noise, when deciding specifications for 
future types. In this connection the 
aero-engine manufacturers explained the 
steps they were taking in their current 


designs to reduce the ratio of noise to 
power. 

The airline companies described the 
operating procedures they were follow- 
ing to restrict noise over built-up areas in 
the vicinity of airports and suggested 
ways of making these more effective. 


The Minister made it clear that, where 
noise limitations were laid down, they 
must be adhered to. He hoped that all 
concerned would help him to secure this 
by voluntary co-operation.

Delegates were told that new tech- 
niques and speedier transport not only 
provided greater efficiency and produc- 
tivity, but an opportunity for more 
leisure. The president, MR. H. WEAVER, 
said that a shorter week might have to 
get priority over a pay increase. 


Housing Progress Report 
Increase in April Figures 


THE HOUSING SUMMARY presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper (Cmd. 1056, 
HMSO, price 3d.) jointly by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government and 
the Secretary of State for Scotland, shows 
that the number of permanent houses 
completed in Great Britain during April 
was 25,084 compared with 22,655 in 
April, 1959. Of these, 14,174 were built 
by private builders and 10,910 by public 
authorities. 

In the first four months of 1960, 91,560 
permanent houses were completed com- 
pared with 83,324 in the same period of 
1959.

Italian Technique for the Piccadilly-Knightsbridge Underpass 


ONE OF THE NEW TECHNIQUES to be em- 
ployed by the contractors, Cubitts Fitz- 
patrick Shand, on the London County 
Council’s £3m, Hyde Park Corner-Marble 
Arch improvement scheme will be the 
Italian ICOS-Veder process. This will pro- 
vide support to the sides of the excavation 
for the 1,000 ft. long twin-lane underpass 
to be constructed from Piccadilly to 
Knightsbridge. The continuous dia- 
phragm will be constructed before the 
large scale excavation begins.

dangerous vibrations made during driving 
operations. This is obviously an important 
consideration for work undertaken in 
densely developed areas. 

The diaphragm itself is impervious and 
therefore successfully prevents any move- 
ment of solid or liquid material from 
moving towards the main excavation. It 
is possible to drive the base of the dia- 
phragm to considerable depths and to 
follow the profile of underlying imgr 2r- 
vious strata; the crossing of obstacles is 
therefore possible. The process has been 
developed to provide diaphragms with 
rectilineal, curvilineal and other shaped 
runs. 


Method of Construction 


The first stage in the execution of the 
ICOS-Veder process on the LCC scheme, 
which is to provide a reinforced concrete 
retaining wall before the trench for the 
underpass is cut, is to excavate a small 
trench about 3 ft. in width and initially 
5 ft. in depth along the line of the sub- 
way wall. The sides of the trench are 
then faced with concrete (fig. 1). The 
trench is then filled with Bentonite 
slurry, a vulcanic clay used by oil well 
drillers because of its properties in 
stabilising deep borings, after which it is 
excavated to the required depth of the 
permanent way structure, in this case 
generally to 40 ft. and in parts to 50 ft. 
Special grabs will be used for this opera- 
tion (fig. 2). 

This completed steel reinforcement is 
placed while the trench is held open by 
the Bentonite; concrete is then poured 
through a Tremie pipe from the bottom 
upward (fig. 3). The Bentonite suspen- 
sion thus displaced flows into adjoining 
sections of the trench where excavation 
is in progress and is thus re-used. Step

by step excavation of the ground between 
the diaphragms is carried out at each step 
down below the temporary bracings 
which are placed at predetermined 
distances from the surface, down to the 
bottom of the permanent tunnel struc- 
ture (fig. 4). 


When this operation is completed the 
concrete is left to harden, the bottom 
slab is cast and the lowest temporary 
bracing is removed (fig. 5). The casting 
of the side walls of the tunnel up to the 
middle bracing is the next step; the 
bracing is interchanged and the tunnel 
structure is carried on to completion 
(fig. 6). The temporary bracings are 
afterwards removed, the top of the struc-

‘ELECTRICITY supply in this country in 
recent times has moved from a two-fuel 
to a three-fuel industry,’ said MR. C. R. 
KING, CBE, chairman of the Electricity 
Council, in a paper on ‘The New 
Horizon—Electricity Supply’ at the 
British Electrical Power Convention held 
at Bournemouth from May 30 to June 2. 

Mr. King said that during 1958-59 the 
power stations in England and Wales con- 
sumed 42m. tons of coal and in addition 
3.1m. tons of oil, equivalent to about 
5.5m. tons of coal. By 1964-65 coal con- 
sumption was expected to increase by 8m. 
tons to a total of 50m. tons, and oil con- 
sumption by the equivalent of one million 
tons of coal; whilst the third fuel, nuclear, 
would provide energy equivalent to about 
5m. tons of coal. 


Future Prospects 


The Generating Board were collaborat- 
ing very closely with the UK Atomic 
Energy Authority in the development of 
the advanced gas-cooled reactor, and if 
the current development work proceeded 
satisfactorily, it might well be that a 
reactor of this type would be installed on 
the system, perhaps in the late 1960s. 
Nuclear fission processes would play an 
important part in satisfying the national 
energy needs of the future. 

In the long run, however, there was an 
even more spectacular prospect, from the 
thermo-nuclear process based on the 
energy of fusion when particles of 
deuterium were combined to form helium. 
The success of researches could alter the 
whele pattern of our national energy pro- 
duction, but no one today was making 
optimistic forecasts as to when this 
success could be achieved. Basic studies 
and preliminary experiments were pro- 
ceeding on a method whereby electricity 
was generated directly from a hot gas by 
taking advantage of its ability to conduct 
electricity. This was the magnetohydro- 
dynamic (MHD) concept, which could 
render conventional boiler plant and 
turbo-alternators unnecessary. 

The generation picture that emerged 
for the next two decades was one of 
parallel development; on the one hand of

Similar systems can be used for build- 
ing foundations in areas dense with exist- 
ing buildings; pier foundations for 
bridges; excavations of canals below the 
ground water level; and deep wells for 
mines and many other difficult projects 
undertaken on sites where little is known 
of the situation, natural or not, below 
ground level. 


In the construction of the Piccadilly/ 
Knightsbridge underpass the ICOS- 
Veder process will cover an area of 
168,000 sq. ft. and the Bentonite suspen- 


llts 


sion will involve between 1,000 and 1,500 
tons of material. The process is parti- 
cularly suitable for this area since the 
absence of powered driving results in an 
almost noiseless operation.

nuclear generation by the fission process, 
and on the other of non-nuclear methods 
if only for auxiliary sources of power. A 
development of energy storage, 
principally by pumped water, might also 
be expected. 


Heating in Housing Estates 

The various ways in which electricity 
could be used for home heating in large 
housing estates were dealt with by MR 
T. E. DANIEL, MENG, MIEE, MIMECHE, past 
chairman of the British Electrical 
Development Association and chairman 
of the North Western Electricity Board, 
in his paper on ‘ Electricity in the Home.’ 

Mr. Daniel said it would be a short 
sighted policy for electricity supply 
authorities to appear reluctant to en- 
courage all-electric schemes for large 
local authority housing estates on new 
town or overspill sites because of the 
heavy capital investment entailed in the 
distribution network. The alternative of 
accepting the load as it came might well 
lead to a position where the distribution 
systems going in now would not be able 
to cater for the load in a few years’ time 
because of the large concentration of 
portable heating appliances. ‘Would it 
not be better,’ he asked, ‘to encourage 
the use of floor warming on such estates 
so as to have some measure of influence 
over the load characteristics? ’ 

Uncontrolled development seemed 
almost inevitable under present condi- 
tions for existing property, and for this 
type of property more active steps ought 
to be taken to develop transportable 
block storage space heaters with output 
characteristics suitable for domestic use. 
There was also need to examine other 
ways of developing storage heating 
systems for existing property and in this 
connection the use of ceiling heating 
offered possibilities. What was needed 
was a lightweight heat storage medium 
which could be fixed below existing 
ceilings where the height permitted. 


Floor and Ceiling Heating 
Experience with low temperature 
radiant ceiling heating in domestic pro- 
perty indicated that this could be an 


acceptable form of heating, and the all- 
electric house of the future might well 
have both floor and ceiling heating con- 
trolled in such a way as to achieve the 
optimum comfort conditions and the 
maximum economy. Heat insulation in 
new houses would be a great help in 
developing the use of this type of heating. 

* There is little doubt,’ Mr. Daniel con- 
tinued, ‘that in the next few years we 
shall get more ambitious in our uses for 
electricity in the home and the more 
extensive use of the so called infra-red 
heaters introduces interesting possibilities 
of building these heaters into the struc- 
ture of houses to create local comfort 
zones. An electric heating installation 
is considerably lower in capital cost than 
competitive systems.’ 

Today, the house, all-electric or other- 
wise, with comfort zones and arctic 
zones, was no longer tolerable, and whole 
house heating was coming in progressive 
Stages. In new houses this would lead 
to fewer doors in the living area and a 
more open type of structure being 
adopted. The trend was away from in- 
flexible single source heating, cooking, 
and water heating. Heat could emerge 
from ceiling or wall or floor, and free- 
standing appliances and combining light- 
ing and heating units were becoming 
common, while hot water could be pro- 
duced at the point of use without a 
lengthy pipe run.

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Building Control—How Far and How Much ? 


Advantages of a Draft Issue of Revised Building By-Laws

Building Surveyor, City of Sheffield in 
the Department of the City Engineer 
THERE is an understandable reluctance to 
introduce requirements as to building 
standards enforceable by law that will be 
unduly restrictive or interfere unreason- 
ably with the right of developers to build 
in a manner best suited to their particu- 
lar needs. Yet no one can deny the 
necessity for the control of building stan- 
dards nor that such control must be botk 
progressive and vigilant. 

Generally speaking, building by-laws 
and allied regulations are restricted to 
controls ensuring the safety and well 
being of persons occupying buildings and 
safeguarding adjoining owners and occu- 
piers from any unreasonable danger. 

At the moment matters relating to 
building construction controlled by law 
are contained in Section 61 of the Public 
Health Act, 1936, namely: 

(i) The construction and materials 
used in building and the ventilation of 
habitable buildings. 

(ii) Drainage and sanitation, and sun- 
dry other fittings so far as they affect 
health and prevention of fire. 
Building by-laws which cover these 

matters in detail are therefore limited to 
this extent and if further control is needed 
then the powers of Section 61 must be 
extended. 

Rapid changes in building techniques, 
and the introduction of new materials 
and methods of construction have without 
doubt introduced problems not envisaged 
when the present method of control was 
introduced. 

There is, no doubt, considerable dif- 
ference of opinion in the building world 
on the subject of building control. Most 
people are agreed that changes are 
needed, and with the present building 
by-laws but three years from the time for 
revision it is high time consideration was 
given to the extent to which building 
standards should be controlled and how 
best this could be achieved. 


Numerous Pitfalls 


It is tempting to embrace new provi- 
sions and controls that may on the face 
appear most useful and necessary. Too 
often, however, their operation proves dif- 
ficult and in some cases unreasonable. 
A provision useful and reasonable in one 
instance may well serve no useful pur- 
pose in another, or a weakness in a by- 
law not apparent when applied to some 
proposals may be clearly obvious in 
another case. 

Local authorities can quite easily be 
saddled with by-laws containing unrealis- 
tic requirements and yet lacking in the 
means to control matters of quite serious 
importance. The by-laws as to fire resis- 
tance at present in force are a case in 
point; no one will deny that such control 
is not only useful but necessary, yet early 
in the life of these by-laws weaknesses, 


difficulties and inconsistencies were soon 
apparent. 

It is obvious that considerable scrutiny 
of.the problems involved and care in the 
choice of by-laws is necessary if a sound, 
useful but reasonable standard of build- 
ing control is to be achieved. We must 
bear in mind that the machinery for re- 
laxation of by-laws is cumbersome and 
also that any weaknesses must be suf- 
fered throughout the lifetime of the by- 
law. 

There are a number of persons involved 
with building proposals in some way or 
another, and whilst it is impossible to 
satisfy everybody we can at least con- 
sider their points of view. 

First, the building owner whose views 
are perhaps too often treated with less 
respect than they deserve. He generally 
knows what he requires and how much 
he can afford or is prepared to pay; any 
expenditure over and above the provision 
of adequate shelter and essential services 
wil! obviously be treated with suspicion. 

Next comes the architect together with 
the structural engineer, quantity surveyor 
and other specialists whose assistance may 
be required. It is their job under the 
direction of the architect to interpret the 
wishes of the owner and produce a build- 
ing of a design and standard that will 
not only satisfy and please him but also 
fulfil the requirements of the building 
by-laws including the many British Stan- 
dard Codes and specifications used as a 
yardstick to satisfy such requirements. 
With present day industrial demands 
together with the complexity of modern 
building this is no easy task. 


By-laws Add to Cost 

The architect and his colleagues quite 
often find by-law requirements adding 
cost to the job and for matters which to 
them achieve little if any apparent 
advantage to their client. The latter quite 
obviously views with concern costly 
items which, in his opinion, make no con- 
tribution to production and at the best 
are reserves against an occurrence which 
he feels is well nigh impossible. 

Fire resistance requirements’ are 
probably the subject of most contentions 
probably because in so many industries 
fire risk is low and the amount of com- 
bustible material negligible. The reason 
may well lie in the fact that no one 
expects his property ever to take fire and. 
in spite of the overwhelming evidence to 
the contrary, the possibility seldom 
causes Owners concern. One must admit, 
however, that there are degrees of risk 
and it would appear equitable to take such 
things into consideration when specifying. 

The municipal building surveyor and 
inspector responsible for ensuring that 
designs are in conformity with by-law 
requirements and that the actual building 
is so erected, is often concerned as to the 
shortcomings of plans submitted for 
approval by his council. Whilst he may 
agree that by-laws on occasion may be 
unrealistic and sometimes harsh, they do 
for the most part merely set out a reason- 


able standard of construction, a fact that 
all concerned with building would do 
well to remember. 

With odd exceptions there is little 
reason for architects or builders to 
quarrel with building by-law require- 
ments as regards general construction, 
and there is little excuse for the submis- 
sion of plans showing construction con- 
trary to by-law requirements. 

Finally, the building contractor who 
is concerned with the erection of a build- 
ing to plans and specifications on which 
he has based his price. His wrath can be 
excused if the standard required by the 
local authority surveyor differs from and 
incurs more expense than the standard 
on which he has based his price, par- 
ticularly if the plans produced by this 
officer indicate details not shown on the 
contract plans. 


A Deplorable Situation 

Such an occurrence is far too common, 
jobs quite often going to tender before 
by-law approval is obtained, the architect 
omitting to supply his contractor with 
up-to-date plans containing amendments 
required by the local authority to ensure 
compliance with their by-laws; this is a 
deplorable and inexcusable situation that 
could easily be put right if architects 
would contact the local authority early. 

Other persons responsible for legisla- 
tion affecting buildings such as the Fac- 
tories Act, Shops Act., etc., are also 
interested in new proposals, and it is un- 
fortunate that the requirements of these 
enactments are not dealt with in the early 
stages of a project except by special effort 
on behalf of the local authority. 

In recent years the question of fire 
prevention and fire fighting has received 
much publicity and rightly so. Whilst 
the fire service officers have as yet no 
legal powers to enforce any such require- 
ments, there is good reason for them to 
have some say in such matters. The 
causes of many tragic losses due to fire 
were born on the drawing board. 

The makers of building by-laws must 
therefore carefully consider just how far 
control over design and construction of 
buildings should go, and from the fore- 
going observations the following needs 
must be considered when framing future 
by-laws: 

(1) To guard developers against the 
temptation to erect an inferior build- 
ing in order to cut initial capital costs. 

(2) To safeguard the life and well 
being of persons likely to occupy build- 
ings and to ensure a building in keep- 
ing with modern living standards. 

(3) To protect the economy of the 
country against serious losses due to 
fire, and to this end consider not only 
the fire resistance of the structure but 
the design of the building from the 
point of view of safe and efficient fire 
fighting, particularly high buildings 
outside the range of external fire fight- 
ing equipment. 

(4) For suitable arrangements for 
submission of plans and details of pro-

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posals in a way suited to modern build- 
ing techniques and in a manner con- 
ducive to proper consideration of 
by-law requirements in the early stage: 
of a proposal. 


Easing the Cost Burden 

If it is decided to satisfy these needs 
there is no doubt that developers will 
have to spend considerable sums on their 
buildings over and above their needs 
from the point of view of utility. In 
view of this added burden of cost it is 
essential for the use classes in building 
by-laws to be considerably extended, and 
so allow the enforcement of special pro- 
tections and design to be limited and 
varied to suit the type and use of build- 
ing, particularly with regard to fire resist- 
ance. A change in use from a lesser to 
greater fire hazard would then be con- 
trolled, thus safeguarding against risks 
but allowing economies where the use 
and/or material stored do not present a 
serious fire hazard. 

The great changes in building struc- 
tures that have taken place over the past 
10 years allied to the great variety of 
demands by business and industry are 
apparent to everyone acquainted with the 
building industry. The machinery for 
dealing with applications for building by- 
law consent is, however, still geared to 
the time when all details as to construc- 
tion could quite easily be indicated on the 
usual {th scale plans and theoretical 
design of building structures limited in 
extent. 

New methods are obviously needed to 
deal adequately with modern designs, and 
amendments are urgently required not 
only to building constructional regula- 


tions or by-laws but to the law govern- 
ing the extent and method to be adopted 
in the control of building standards. 

Experience has shown that in spite of 
the greatest of care, regulations or by- 
laws seemingly watertight and reasonable 
in theory often fall down in practice. Is 
it not time we departed from the archaic 
method of a model series, adopted in 
whole or in part by local authorities and 
put into force without trial, causing 
architects, surveyors, engineers, builders 
and building owners difficulty and frus- 
tration for the next ten years? Why not 
a draft issue as soon as possible to be 
tried out by all local authorities for a 
year or so on an unofficial basis along- 
side the by-laws at present in force ? 

Such a draft could be applied in theory 
to every application submitted to local 
authorities and in this way weaknesses 
and anomalies could be discovered and 
reported. After such a trial period the 
experience obtained would enable a 
sound and reasonable code to be pre- 
pared which could be issued as a national 
standard of control to be adopted by all 
local authorities who would already have 
had the advantage of using and criticising 
the draft. 

Such a method is surely worth trying : 
advance and change in the science of 
building must be matched by equivalent 
advance and adjustment in the standard 
and method of building control. Building 
control by law must become a readily 
accepted procedure within the working 
body of the professions and trades con- 
cerned and not, as is so often the case 
at the moment, an undesirable and ob- 
structive outsider. 


Employment in the Building Industry 


Security for Operatives 


‘ 


BY ITS very nature, building has 
developed through the ages as an itiner- 
ant or casual industry.’ MR. D. E. WOOD- 
BINE PARISH, FIOB, president of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, thus pinpointed the overriding 
difficulty confronting those who advocate 
continuity of employment for operatives. 
He was addressing the half-yearly general 
meeting of the Southern Counties Federa- 
tion at the Guildhall, Portsmouth, on 
June 1. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish continued: “There 
is no static production line in the build- 
ing industry, for each new building is pur- 
pose made upon a different site. Unlike 
the majority of those engaged in other 
sectors of industry, the building opera- 
tive has no fixed workplace; he is 
nomadic and travels to wherever building 
work is needed. Operatives engaged for 
a particular project in a particular locality 
tend, on completion of their section of 
the work, to change their employer and 
a substantially new labour force is 
recruited for each new scheme when it 
comes along. 


The Wind of Change 
‘As in many other walks of life,’ said 
the speaker, ‘ the wind of change can now 
be felt and its impact on the conduct of 
affairs in building must be recognised. 


There are few industries in which there 
is such a high degree of casual employ- 
ment and, while there may be some in the 
building industry, both employer and 
employed, who profess support for this 
freedom to terminate employment at 
short notice, the trend towards greater 
security for employees by lengthening the 
period of notice must be recognised. 


‘In the long-term interests of the 
industry responsible employers and opera- 
tives have a duty to try to evolve a system 
with the necessary safeguards, by which 
the degree of casual employment is 
minimised and a pattern of more regular 
employment substituted. It will be recog- 
nised that this may not be a simple 
matter, but early joint endeavour must be 
made towards a positive solution of the 
problem. Many firms already have arrange- 
ments under which operatives, who have 
given ioyal service over a period of years, 
are offered permanent employment. 


‘It must be hoped,’ concluded the 
speaker, ‘that the prospect now before 
the industry of more building work will 
encourage firms in all parts of the country 
to examine this matter of regular employ- 
ment and adopt policies which will 
materially assist in progressively de- 
casualising a substantial percentage of 
those engaged in the industry.’

Advantages ofa National 
Building Code 


Canada Presses Need for Greater 
Uniformity 


THE MARCH EDITION of ‘NBC News,’ 
issued by the Associate Committee on the 
National Building Code, National Re- 
search Council, Canada, states that on the 
threshold of the 1960s renewed appeals 
have come from various sources request- 
ing greater uniformity of building regu- 
lations and increased use and adoption 
of the Canadian National Building Code. 
‘NBC News’ points out that the National 
Building Code, part of which was made 
available in 1940, has now been in 
existence for two decades, but it still, 
apparently, awaits widescale adoption in 
Canada. 

“NBC News’ goes on to quote a recent 
article that appeared in the ‘ Winnipeg 
Free Press,’ which listed the following 
advantages that would follow the use of 
the Code: 

Widespread adoption of the National 
Building Code as the building by-law of 
Canadian communities could reduce costs 
and increase efficiency in the house build- 
ing industry during the years to come. 

Since the first National Building Code 
was formulated in 1941, its acceptance 
has been growing across the country. 
Next year, a completely revised code will 
be published, and it will contain a special 
section pertaining to house construction 
alone. 

Here are some reasons why uniform 
building requirements across Canada are 
considered desirable: 

Manufacturers of building materials 
would know that products made to meet 
the code are acceptable everywhere. At 
present, they often have to manufacture 
to several different standards in order to 
ensure national use. Obviously this in- 
creases costs, and the home-buyer is the 
man who ultimately pays. 


Builders operating in more than one 
municipality would not have different 
rules in each place. This means more 
pre-assembling of home components; 
easier movement of labour, wide applic- 
ability of plans and drawings would be 
possible. In turn, these would mean 
greater efficiency of operation, with 
resulting savings to the home-buying 
public. 

Building officials administering local 
building by-laws have the assurance that 
the National Building Code has been 
written and studied by experts, by the 
best men in the field, and that it has the 
backing of a reliable national organisation 

the National Research Council. It is 
almost impossible for any municipality to 
produce its own by-law with the same 
degree of excellence which exists in the 
National Building Code. 

Architects can draw plans for houses 
and projects knowing they are applicable 
in any community where they might be 
used. 

Mortgage companies and lending insti- 
tutions would know their loans are pro- 
tected by a comprehensive set of building 
rules. and would therefore feel a greater 
confidence in their investments in the 
home building field.

1. Concrete 


When water pressure exists in concrete 
structures it is necessary to allow some 
movement at the joints and at the same 
time prevent water seepage. A SPLIT

2. Drainage 


In replacing a lavatory basin it is often 
dificult to prevent damage to the 
earthenware drainpipe when removing 
the cement core. A CEMENT JOINT CUT- 
TING TOOL has recently been devised 
which overcomes this problem. The tool 
consists of a tubular central spindle with 
an expanding rubber plug at one end. This 
plug is attached to a rod which passes 
through the spindle and is fitted, at the 
upper end, with a hexagon nut. When 
the nut is tightened, the plug expands 
and centralises the spindle in the earthen- 
ware pine. Three adiustable legs, fitted 
to the spindle above the rubber plug, are 
then expanded by tightening a collar and 
the tool is locked in a firm position. The 
cutting tool carrying section is screwed 
into position on the central spindle which

has a fine thread running for the length 
remaining above the collar. Thus, for 
every turn of the tool carrying section, 
the tool is fed into the cement to be cut 
and with the ratchet spanner in position 
it is only necessary to sustain a backward 
and forward movement to remove the 
central core of the joint.

3. Meters 

A new DOMESTIC WATER METER, although 
employing the fundamental measuring 
principle common to most meters, has a 
number of interesting features. For one 
thing, the working chamber has its axis 
in line with the direction of flow. This 
cuts the right-angle changes in fluid flow 
direction by six, reducing the restriction 
of flow and enabling the design to be 
exceptionally compact. The working 
chamber is contained in one half of the 
two-section brass body-housing, which 
consists of two cup-shaped stampings 
screwed together at their largest 
diameters and positively sealed with an 
‘O’-ring. The movement of the working- 
chamber piston is transmitted to the 
straight-reading counter by a_ fully 
mechanical direct drive, which is part of 
the combined counter and reduction-gear 
unit. All gears are in moulded graphited 
nylon. 

Contained in the second half of the 
meter body is the sealed-unit combined 
counter and reduction gear which enables 
the usual gland to be eliminated. It con- 
sists of a leakproof transparent plastic 
housing completely filled with a clear 
liquid in which the number rollers and 
pinion are fully immersed.

News in Brief 


Identical Tenders for Cement

at a Stratford on Avon coal merchant’s 
yard to establish the new record.

Distributors and Builders 


National Liaison Committee Formed 


ADDRESSING the annual general meeting of 
the Building Industry Distributors at the 
Imperial Hotel, Blackpool, on May 23, the 
immediate past president, MR. A. G. P. 
LINCOLN, said that for most of the year 
there had been a shortage of bricks. This 
was often blamed, he said, on the Govern- 
ment policy of turning the tap on and off 
without warning or consultation. 


continued the speaker, 
‘there is another reason. Large brick- 
makers will in times of comparative 
plenty, instead of stockpiling against the 
time of higher demand as they should, 
spread their area of activity and because 
of their lower costs put many of the small 
makers out of business. When however 
scarcity occurs they contract their area 
of activity again leaving a greater scarcity 
than before.’ 


‘In my view, 


Referring to amalgamation with the 
British Federation of Plumbers 
Merchants Mr. Lincoln stated that plans 
had reached the stage where it was only 
a question of tying up the loose ends. 
For the next year the two organisations 
would work as a joint body and later a 
new organisation would be formed. 


The speaker concluded by announcing 
the formation of an official liaison com- 
mittee at national level with the NFBTE. 
This had been made possible largely 
through the good offices of the director 
and the late president of the LMBA. 


Building Research 


In his address to the conference of the 
Building Industry Distributors held on 
the following day, May 24, pr. T. w. 
PARKER, Deputy Director of Buiiding 
Research, spoke about the building 
Research Station and its work. ‘Its 
annual cost,’ he said, ‘ represents around 
0.03 per cent of £2,000m., the annual out- 
put of the building industry. The range 
of subjects covered includes building 
materials, structural and civil engineer- 
ing work, soil mechanics, heating and 


ventilation, lighting, acoustics, costs 
and economics, use of mechanical plant, 
and studies in the relation of the build- 
ings provided to the needs of users. 


‘No one of these subjects,’ continued 
Dr. Parker, ‘can advance singly. In 
building it is always necessary to con 
sider carefully how an advance in one 
direction will affect other functions. One 
considerable advantage of having this 
wide range carried out in a single 
organisation is that it ensures that the 
conclusions reached from various investi- 
gations are integrated into building as 
building science as a whole.’ 


In conclusion, he said that within 
recent years research had ranged from 
correction of sound production in cathe- 
drals to humidity control in pighouses; 
from concrete biological shields in atomic 
power stations to the heating of small 
houses; from work on the east coast flood 
defence banks to underground tunnels in 
the London clay, and at the smaller end 
of underground work to help in the 
development of better drainage systems. 
Kitchen planning had received attention, 
and so had the development of uses for 
industrial wastes, such as slags or pul- 
verised fuel ash. 


An Appraisal of Technical Colleges 


‘THE TECHNICAL Colleges and _ their 
Government’ is the title of a booklet 
recently issued by the joint FBI Technical 
Colleges Committee under the auspices of 
the FBI Education Committee. It gives, 
from industry’s viewpoint, an appraisal 
of the government of technical colleges in 
the UK. The position is looked at in the 
light of industry’s growing need for 
trained technical and commercial staff, 
and the necessity for increased consulta- 
tion between industry, commerce and the 
colleges.

Increases in population 
and in living standards and a growing 
awareness of the advantages of education 
have resulted in existing buildings becom 
ing inadequate. It is the North Borneo 
government’s’ policy to assist aided 
schools with up to 50 per cent of the 
cost of new buildings and equipment, and 
£175,000 will be provided ‘for school 
building grants in the 1959-64 Develop- 
ment Programme: It is towards this sum 
that the Colonial Development and Wel- 
fare grant of £144,795 is made. 

Other education grants included 
£93,500 for the construction and equip- 
ment of a boys’ secondary school in ADEN, 
and £111,500 to the British Council for 
maintenance of residences and other 
amenities for the welfare of colonial 
students in the UNITED KINGDOM in 1961. 

Grants for development of agriculture 
and agricultural research totalled 
£632,391. They included £127,250 for 
the Sapu experimental station in GAMBIA 
and £105,300 for the creation of nine 
artificial insemination units for livestock 
improvement in African areas in KENYA.

Congratulating those who had had the 
foresight to form the nucleus of the 
Association, Mr. Maclay said: * Although 
it has been in existence only a few 
months, it has already made the Scottish 
public aware of its presence, and I wish 
it every success. I hope that other Scot 
tish industries will take note of the enter 
prise which the paint manufacturers have 
shown, and of the success which will, | 
feel sure. attend their activities.’ 

The president of the Associationm..MR 
A. D. GAMERON, said the aim of the Asso 
ciation. was to encourage all.users-of-paint 
in Scotland to give full consideration to 
the merits of paint produced. by Scottish 
workers. He did not suggest that paint 
should be bought on ‘a sentimental’ basis. 
But it was bad business—with a high rate 
of unemployment in Scotland—to go be- 
yond Scotland for paint or any other 
commodity which could be supplied satis 
factorily by factories there.
